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Park district may 
condemn to fight 
land price hike

The price of a proposed 10-acre Wheel- 


ing park site has increased by more 
than $67,000 since the Franklin Boule- 
vard Community Hospital began nego- 
tiating for nearby property. 


The park district is now resolved to 


condemn the property if Roy Llchter re- 
fuses to accept the originally agreed 
upon figure, 


In the past two weeks, Llchter has 


twice lipped the price of his 10 acres on 
Schoenbeck Road. Earlier this year, 
Lichter concluded nearly two years of 
negotiations by agreeing to sell the prop- 
erly for $236,000. The purchase was to be 
financed with referendum funds 
and 


matching state grants. 


ON FEB. 22. Liehter notified the park 


district that his price had increased to 
$273,000. A meeting was then set up to 
discuss the price hike. When the meeting 
was finally held Feb. 27. the price had 
increased again to $243,000 for nine 
acres, An additional (160,000) was being 
asked for the remaining one acre and the 
house that is located there. 


During the two weeks of price increas- 


es, the Franklin Boulevard Community 
Hospital was concluding negotiations for 
property Just south of the proposed park 
site. Hospital representatives were nego- 
tiating with Lichter for his southern 10 
acres as well as with other property own- 
ers in the area. 


F r a n k l i n Boulevard has proposed 


building a 223-bed satellite branch in the 
Wheeling area. Originally planned for 
the Chlldcrley Retreat House property at 
506 McHenry Rd., the hospital abandoned 
this site when it learned the park district 


was willing to condemn the property for 
a park site. . 


THE HOSPITAL negotiations afor the 


Schoenbeck Road property were begun 
after a meeting with the park district. 
Park officials at that time presented 
Franklin Boulevard with a map of avail-' 
able sites which had been considered for 
new parks. Board members noted that 
the land was available at a lesser cost 
than the $45,000 per acre offered for the 
Childerley site. 


The park board made the recent price 


increases public Thursday, stating that 
residents should be aware of the matter. 
Board members, however, declined to 
comment on the hospital negotiations im- 
pact on property cost. 


A letter has been sent to Lichter reaf- 


firming the $236,000 offer for the pro- 
posed site. "In the event that com- 
pensation cannot be agreed upon, it will 
be necessary for the Wheeling Park Dis- 
trict, Cook County, Illinois, to institute 
condemnation proceedings," the letter 
states. 
' 


THE PARK BOARD also unanimously 


approved a resolution outlining the dis- 
trict's intention of condemning the prop- 
erty if Lichter will not accept the offer. 
Lichter was unavailable for comment 
Friday. 


Park board members noted that the 


district cannot afford the price increases 
proposed by Lichter. 


Roger Bjorvik, park attorney, said the 


district is threatening condemnation be- 
cause "we realize now that we can't go 
any further. Now it's a logjam." 


According to Bjorvik, the park's appli- 


cation for a state grant for the purchase 
of the property will not be affected if 
condemnation proves necessary.

Daniel J. NIewierowski, 914 Old Willow 


Rd., was arrested on a warrant issued 
several months ago. Police said he had 
been out of the state for about a year. In 
addition to being charged with defraud- 
ing an Innkeeper, NIewierowski was 
charged with driving while his driver's 
license was revoked. 


The man is to appear April 5 in the 


Niles branch of Cook County Circuit

Streaking, the collegiate fad of racing 


in the raw, spread to the Northwest sub- 
urbs over the weekend despite stern 
warnings from some police departments. 


Rolling Meadows, Mount Prospect, Des 


Plaines, Arlington Heights and the Wood- 
field Mall were all steaked over the 
weekend. 


The first confirmed incident occurred 


at Rolling Meadows High School Friday 
when.a student dashed through the cafe- 
teria as 400. students and faculty mem- 
bers sat down to lunch. The streaker'was' 
reportedly wearing only gym shoes and 
a purple ski mask at the time. 


An 18-year-old senior, Robert R. Ver- 


Steegh, 3706 Pheasant Dr., Rolling Mead- 
ows, was later arrested and charged by 
police with "presenting an obscene exhi- 
. bition of his body for gain." 


VerSteegh was reportedly paid $110 for 


his stunt. The money was collected from 
other students as part of a dare to bring 
the fad to the school. 


WITNESSES SAID the streaker darted 


from a school washroom through the 
north entrance of the cafeteria and out a 
west side exit where he jumped into a 
waiting car. 


One freshman, 15-year-old Donald Bry- 


nelson said, "I was in the boys' wash- 
room and this boy came in wearing his 
gym clothes. Someone said to him "What 
were you doing in gym?" and the strea- 
ker replied, "Nothing special. But wait

2 area men 
charged in 
'photo sex'

Two unincorporated Wheeling Town- 


ship residents have been arrested in con- 
nection with an alleged pornography- 
prostitution ring. One of the men alle- 
gedly procured children used for por- 
nographic movies and pictures produced 
by the other man. 


Members of the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police and the Chicago Police Depart- 


• ment's C-5 unit arrested Robert Boyer, 


49, in his apartment at 1210 Boxwood 
Dr., in an unincorporated area near 
Mount Prospect, shortly after 4 p.m. 
Thursday. Dennis Argyrajis, 
C-5 in- 


vestigator in charge of the case, said 
more than half a million photographs — 
many of and 5-year-old boys engaged in 
sexual activities — were found in Boyer's 
apartment. 


"He had a special room for the stuff," 


Argyrajis said. 


POLICE THEN went to Boyer's photo 


studio at 1153 W. Diversey, Chicago, 
where Argyrajis said police found "tor- 
ture and bondage equipment," including 
whips, cages and medieval torture equip- 
ment. The equipment was allegedly used 
to make the movies, according to police. 


Boyer was charged with obscenity, in- 


decent solicitation of a child and failure 
to obtain a Chicago business license. 


Also arrested was Jack Klesert, 47, of 


16 E. Willow Rd., also in an unincorpo- 
rated area near Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling. According to Argyrajis, Kle- 
sert operated an alleged prostitution ring 
from his apartment. Klesert was charged 
with obscenity, being a keeper of a house 
of prostitution and felony pandering. 
.Both will appear April 2 in the Niles 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Argyrajis said, "Boyer would contact 


another guy in Wheeling (Klesert) and 
tell him what he needed." The proce- 
dure, Argyrajis said, would be for Kle- 
sert to obtain the children and "hold an 
orgy" and then the photographers would 
be called in. 


IN ALL, some 100 children were alle- 


gedly used in the photographs and mov- 
ies. Argyrajis said it was not known yet ' 
where the children were from but efforts 
are being made to track down each child 
and to contact their parents. Police were 
sorting the pictures on Friday. 


Boyer allegedly distributed the "hard- 


core" pornography direct to his clients 
and the "soft-core stuff" was delivered 
by mail, Argyrajis said. He added that 
this alleged method of operation had the 
postal authorities, who also were in- 
volved in the investigation, "baffled" for 
some time. 


Boyer was under investigation for at 


least six months, police said. The tip on 
the alleged pornographic activity was 
given to police by Harold Rubin, owner 
of Weird Harold's Book Store on Wabash 
Avenue in Chicago. 


Rubin, who himself deals in the sale of 


explicit sexual materials, told The Her- 
ald why he tipped off the police. "I'm in 
the business to legitimize for adults what 
they should be able to do in sexual en- 
deavors," he said. "I want to stress the 
'adult' part." 


But Rubin, a father himself, added, "I 


have to draw the line when someone at- 
tempts to involve children." He said that 
when children appear in pornographic 
material it "affects children's minds — it 
induces a child to become deviant.

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Soldier gives up after 30 years 
From out of the jungle... 


LCBAXG ISLAND, Philippines (UPI) 


— A bearded lieutenant in the defunct 
Japanese Imperial army came out of the 
jungles Sunday and surrendered his rus- 
ty samurai sword 29 years after the end 
of World War II, saying: "victory or de- 
feat. I have done my best " 


Lt Hiroo Onoda, who turned 52 Sun- 


day, formally presented his sword as a 
gesture of surrender to Maj, Gen. Jose 
L Rnncudo of the Philippine Atr force at 
a radar site on a mountain in Lubang 
Island. 73 miles south of Manila. 


Onoda is the second Japanese strag- 


gler to be found alive In the Pacific, Sgt. 
Sholchi Yokoi was discovered in January 
of 1972 in the jungles of Guam. 


Asked at a new conference what he felt 


when he learned Sunday World War II 
had ended In 1945 and that Japan was 
defeated. Onoda paused and said: "Vic- 
tory or defeat. I have done my best." 


He said he gave himself up because he 


was ordered to by his former command- 
er. Maj. Yoshimi Taniguchi. 


"I am a soldier. 1 have to follow order. 


Without an order, I cannot come out," 
Onoda said. 


Onoda wore a Japanese military cap, 


gray short sleeved shirt whose tatters 
were neatly patched, blue pants, leg- 
gings, and gray suede shoes. 


The five-foot-three Onoda looked In 


good health despite his skinny frame. 


Onoda was first discovered in an en- 


counter with a five-man national police 
patrol in October of 1972. His companion, 
Pfc. 
Kinsh Ichi Kozuka, was killed. 


Onoda escaped and eluded a five-month 
search that followed. 


Onoda was one of four officers whom 


Taniguchi sent in 1944 to Lubang, "to col- 
lect strategic intelligence information 
which they must accomplish even when 
their units have been destroyed." 


Taniguchi, 63, now a bookshop owner 


in Japan was sorry that he had issued 
the order. He posted cease-fire and sur- 
render orders issued by Emperior Hiro- 
hito on 27 mail boxes strategically lo- 
cated on this island telling Onoda to 
come out of hiding. 


Taniguchi said in addition to Onoda, 


he issued the orders to three other lieu- 
tenants, including a Lt. Yamamoto and a 
Lt. Ono, The name of the fourth officer 
was not given.

Eagleton opens Pentagon budget battle

tagon budget battle of 1974 with an attack on Air Force plans 
to btiiltl a $2.5 billion fleet of airborne command posts. Eagle- 
ton has arranged a briefing for the Armed Services Com- 
mittee by GAO analysts who have said the project would 
simply throw tax money down the drain for a plane unlikely 
to survive in serious combat.

Arabs put off key meeting

The Arab oil nations demonstrated 


again Sunday that the optimism over the 
lifting of the oil embargo against the 
United States is still premature. 


Six oil ministers scheduled to meet in 


Cairo to discuss lifting of the embargo 
abruptly canceled the meeting and re- 
scheduled it for Tripoli, Libya, this 
Wednesday. 


The change of plans left the future of 


the Arab oil weapon dn doubt, but no 
doubt about the deep divisions in Arab 
ranks over whether the embargo should 
be continued. 


First word of the cancelation came 


from a Kuwaiti official who attended pri- 
vate consultations among /the six min- 
isters.

X-ray tests 
at airports 
under attack 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Federal 


Aviation Administration (FAA) must de- 
cide by Wednesday whether to fight a 
suit which threatens to disconnect, at 
least temporarily, all airport X-ray anti- 
hiiacking devices. 


The legal challenge to the safety of the 


devices and whether they were properly 
instituted comes only a week after a New 
York congressman charged that most of 
the magnetic detection machines are in- 
operative or malfunctioning, a charge 
denied Sunday by the FAA. 


The Aviation Consumer Action Project, 


a Ralph Nader organization, recently ob- 
tained a federal court ruling that the 
FAA had improperly started the anti-hi- 
jack screening procedures without public 
notice and opportunity for public com- 
ment, Federal Judge Harrington Parker 
ordered the practice halted as violating 
the Administative Procedures Act, but 
granted a stay until Wednesday so the 
FAA could appeal. 


The jlidge did not rule on Nader's 


claim that the machines might be haz- 
ardous to health, but did order the FAA 
to determine their environmental impact. 


Airlines use two kinds of monitoring 


devices to seek out weapons which might 
be used in hijackings. Carry-on luggage 
is screened by X-ray and people are 
checked with a magnetometer, usually 
installed in a plastic arch on the way to 
the boarding gate. 


While Nader was challenging the X-ray 


m a c h i n e s . Rep. John M. Murphy, 
D-N.Y., charged last week — citing FAA 
statistics — that 80 per cent of the mag- 
netomers are either inoperative or mal- 
functioning. 


An FAA spokesman said Murphy may 


have misread 
the figures, and the 


anti-hijacking devices "work very well." 


"These machines are checked several 


times a day, and when they are not oper- 
ating properly a report is made and they 
are fixed," the FAA spokesman said. 
"Mr. Murphy may have been speaking of 
these reported outages." 


"We think the system is working ex- 


tremely well, as witnessed by the fact 
that in 1973 more than 58,000 weapons 
were detected by magnetometers result- 
ing in 3,120 arrests," the FAA said. 


Mrs. Meir begins new term

Prime Minister Golda Meir won parlia- 


mentary approval of her new govern- 
ment Sunday, pledging it would pursue 
peace with the Arabs at the Geneva 
Middle East conference but warning of a 
possible renewal of fighting with Syria. 


Even as she spoke, there were new re- 


ports of Israel-Syria military difficulties. 


Israel's Knesset (parliament) voted 62 


to 46 with nine abstentions in a vote of 
confidence on Mrs. Meir's government 
after a 10-hour debate. 


Immediately following the vote, the 75- 


year-old Mrs. Meir took the oath of office 
for another four-year term as prime min- 
ister. 


During the debate, opposition leaders 


accused Mrs. Meir and Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan of exploiting the tense situ- 
ation on the Syrian front to thwart their 
demands for a new election or a national 
unity government including representa- 
tives of all the major parties. 


Military sources said Israeli forces 


have torn up part of the Damascus-Qu- 
neitra highway as a preventive measure 
against a Syrian drive. The sources also 
said the state of alert had been extended 
from the occupied Golan Heights to civil- 
ian settlements in Upper Galilee, part of 
Israel proper. 


At the start of the Knesset confidence 


debate, which had been scheduled to last 
only seven hours, Mrs. Meir said Israel 
would be ready to negotiate with Syria 
on troop disengagement along the tense 


Golan Heights front in two weeks time. 


Syria reported shooting down an un- 


manned 
Israeli 
reconnaisance plane 


along the Golan Heights Sunday. Israel 
denied the Syrian claim, but extended its 
military alert from occupied Syria into 
Israel proper amid increased tension 
along the cease-fire line. 


In Amman, a

spokesman confirmed that the Israeli 
plane crashed in the Hatem area of north 
Jordan near the Syrian border. 


Israeli civilian settlements in Upper 


Galilee joined those in the occupied Go- 
lan Heights in the alert against possible 
Syrian artillery attacks. 


Federal crackdown sought 
on commercials for kids 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Several ma- 


jor consumer groups have told the gov- 
ernment it should crack down on TV 
commercials aimed at children, especial- 
ly those promoting high-sugar foods or 
using famous personalities to plug prod- 
ucts. 


"We have just produced the first gen- 


eration where TV was the third parent in 
the home," said Robert B. Choate, head 
of the Council on Children, Media and 
Merchandising, one of the groups in- 
volved. "It's time to determine if TV has 
become to children what the automobile 
has become for society." 


Since last fall, Choate's organization, 


along with the Consumer Federation of 
America, Consumers Union, Action for 
Children's Television, Consumers Now 
and the UCIA Communications Research 
Program, has been studying the in- 
fluence of commercials on children. 


They, along with advertising and 


broadcasting representatives, have been 
working on recommendations to the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission FTC on how to 
tackle the issue. 


The consumer groups' recommenda- 


tions to the FTC include: 


• A ban, during children's programs, 


on advertising any food or drink contain- 
ing more than 15 per cent sugar by net 
weight, 35 per cent by dry weight. 


• An end to the use of personalities, 


news figures or cartoon characters in 
commercials aimed at children. 


• Children could not be used as huck- 


sters in commercials. 


• Any hour in which children's pro- 


grams are aired could contain no more 
than six minutes of commercials, no 
more than two minutes of which could be 
for games and toys. Commercials now 
run up to 16 minutes an hour.

HOW CAN BROKERS 


BE OPTIMISTIC? 


Reports across the country indicate 
brokers in general are optimistic 
about 1974 despite the shortage of 
gas, an increase in unemployment 
auc to energy-crisis-inspired layoffs 
in certain major industries, high in- 
terest rates, continuing friction be- 
tween Congress and tne President, 
an escalating rate of inflation, etc. 
Even home Guilders are beginning 
to be more optimistic than they 
were only a few weeks back. Al- 
though many take the position that 
"we nave to be optimistic to re- 
main in this business," a Newsletter 
survey reveals several important 
reasons why optimism appears jus- 
tified. Here are two: 
• People will soon learn to live with 
the energy crisis just as they have 
learned to live with inflation, rising 
crime rates, meat shortages, etc.

Since oil has had less regulation by 
Washington than any other major 
industry, the government has a lot 
to learn before it will know how to 
allocate fuel equitably enough to 
avoid 
acute 
shortages in some 


states while others get all they 
need. Last month oil companies 
had no place to store the heating 
oil they were ordered to produce, 
"and you don't build new tanks 
overnight. Now we have to recrack 
that heating oil into gas to prepare 
for warm weather, which means 
motorists probably will pay even 
more for fuel," one oil exec told 
us. As soon as problems like these 
get resolved, observers predict the 
allocation system will operate more 
smoothly. 
• A loosening of the money market, 
accompanied by a slight drop in 
rates, promises to spur increased 
real estate activity and new home 
building. As of February 1, 88% of 
HUD's area offices reported an 
adequate supply of mortgage mon- 
ey available for financing home 
loans insured under section 203, up 
from 87% in January. This per- 
centage has risen for 
six con- 


secutive months from a low of 45% 
in August. Interest rates have also 
been improving, dropping as much 
as 20 basic points in some areas 
since January 1, with a strong possi- 
bility the trend will continue down- 


ard on a modest scale.

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election in a

The examination of a single precinct in 


Schaumburg Township for

ror In the conduct of election day proce- 
dures. Spot checks of nearby suburban

In Precinct 34 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split

AMONG THE Herald's findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are in- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
10 voters in the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 


• Permanent records, listing the vot- 


ing history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 395 per- 
sons who voted in the '72 primary. Some 
of these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to books of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 
are still listed in other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has been split into four new 


Park district wrapup 
Park garage site 
OK delayed again 


Approval of a site for the Wheeling Park District's new 


garage was once again delayed because Information from the 
village was not available. 


The park district had asked the village engineer to review 


the proposed site south of the Heritage Park recreation build-, 
ing, 222 S. Wolf Rd. The board members said they were 
concerned that the building might cause flooding problems 
because it would be located next to the Wheeling Drainage 
Ditch. 


PARK SUPT. Dave PHlllips reported that Village Mgr. 


George Passolt had looked at the site and had said flooding 
would not be a problem. "It has yet to be worked out what 
will be the provision for holding additional water," he said. 


Board members protested that they had specifically asked 


the village engineer to recommend the most suitable method 
of water retention. "They haven't told us anything," said 
Park Comr. Frank Schnaitmann. 


"We're right where we were a month ago," Comr. Hugh 


Wilson said. 


Comr. Gene Sackett noted that this is the second time the 


village has delayed the garage project by neglecting to pro- 
vide needed information. He noted that the village took sev- 
eral months to respond to a proposal to build a joint garage 
with tltt park district. 


Other board members said they were not criticizing the 


village, but said they wanted information on potential flood- 
ing problems and water retention methods before approving 
the site. 


In a straw poll, four of the commissioners said they favored 


the Heritage' Park location If flooding problems could be 
avoided. Comr. Lorraine Lark said she did not approve of the 
site because of possible flooding. 
Heritage Park remodeling 


Plans for the remodeling of the Heritage Park recreation 


building, the first of a series of major referendum improve- 
ments, have been finalized by the park board. 


Bids for the project will be opened April 15, with the award- 


ing of the contract scheduled for April 18. 


The remodeling work is to include converting the present 


garage into a board meeting room, the addition of a locker 
room and showers and the construction of a vestibule. If bid 
prices are low enough, the park district is also considering 
the construction of one or two handball courts north of the 
building. 


Plans for other referendum projects are now being drawn 


up. These projects Include extensive grading and landscaping 
of Wheeling school-park sites, the installation of tennis courts 
at Heritage and Husky parks, improvement of the tot lots and 
the purchase of new park sites. 


The park district has already completed the tiling of the 


indoor Neptune's Pool, 900 S. Elmhurst Rd. This project was 
also financed with funds from the $700,000 referendum ap- 
proved in December, 1972. 
Circus coming to toivn 


Park board members have approved the use of Heritage 


Park for a circus this fail, but have taken steps to make sure 
that the park will not suffer any damage from the event. 


Board members agreed to allow the Combined Counties 


Police Assn. to sponsor a circus Sept. 13-15, but voted to 
require a $1,000 escrow fund to insure the area is cleaned up 
following the circus. 


Last summer, the park district found the ball diamonds 


damaged after allowing a circus to use the park. In addition, 
park district personnel had to cleanup the area. 


The park district will get $900 rent for the use of the park, 


Park Board Pres. Bob Ross voted against the circus using 
park property, because of previous park damage. 
No camping allowed 


Out-of-towners attending the American Wheelmen's national 


roundup in the Wheeling area will not be allowed to camp at 
Heritage Park this summer. 


Park board members voted 4-1 to reject the camping 


request because the park does not have the necessary facil- 
ities. 


Comr. Hugh Wilson noted that there are no toilets or run- 


ning water available to campers at Heritage Park, He said 
the campers would want to build fires, which are also not 
allowed. 


Board member Gene Sackett voted in favor of allowing 


camping. "It's local residents requesting the use of facil- 
ities," he said. 


The park board did, however, approve the use of the park 


for the Wheeling Wheelmen's annual picnic in August. They 
also approved the Amvets use of the park for services on 
Memorial Day. 
Parks, Omni-House share bus 


Park commissioners approved the purchase of the Orani- 


House: Youth Services Bureau bus, and are now awaiting the 
approval of hte Omnl-House board. 


For the fee of $1. the park district would take over the bus 


and cover both insurance and maintenance costs, The bus 
would be shared with Omni-House according to a pre-ar- 
ranged schedule. Omni-House would pay a 40-cent-per-mile 
fee for its use of the bus, with the fee being adjusted every 
three months. 


precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in any one of them. 


• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 
though in primary elections such records 
should be'kept. Four voters were marked 
as having voted in the wrong party. Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person had 
voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled. Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors. Binder 
cards were misfiled. 


• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated in four cases and 
skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1972, Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area, The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics. It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were In- 


experienced, for the mdst part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge Inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a complete waste 
of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 
attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 


she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her'to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rskas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one. 
' Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 
on paper ballots. These the judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 
duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them. He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 


If grand jury shows grounds 
Crane may vote to impeach

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, fac- 


ing an obviously hostile audience of some 
120 persons in Arlington Heights Satur- 
day, declared unequivocally that he 
would vote for impeachment of President 
Richard M. Nixon, if a grand jury report 
reveals "grounds for indictment" ... for 
criminal involvement" in the Watergate 
coverup. 


Crane's simple "Yes" response to that 


prepared question drew applause from 
many in the audience at a meeting ar- 
ranged by the Impeach Nixon Committee 
(INC). But he later 'became the target of 
indignation by many in the audience for • 
his refusal to attempt to enter into the 
Congressional Record a document pre- 
pared by INC and labeled "Declaration 
of Impeachment." 


Crane told the audience that he be- 


lieved it to be improper for a member of 
Congress "to lobby his colleagues" for 
any position on impeachment. He pointed 
out that the mail he has received on im- 
peachment is in support of the President 
by a ratio Of about 60 to 40 per cent. He 
said that he would not attempt, however, 
to enter the position of either the suppor- 
ters or the attackers of Nixon into the 
Record. 


CRANE DID AGREE to deliver peti- 


tions demanding the impeachment of the 
President to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Jacquelyn Kendall of Palatine, 
who chaired the meeting in the Arlington 
Heights Library, said the petitions con- 
tained somewhat more than 2,000 signa- 
tures of residents of Crane's district. 


At the outset of the meeting, Mrs. 


Kendall asked Crane to respond only 
with yes or no answers to seven pre- 
pared questions. 


Crane answered "yes" to- those which 


asked: 


• If he considered the Constitutional 


article providing for impeachment "a vi- 
able Constitutional doctrine." 


• If he agreed that impeachment is 


analagous to a criminal indictment. 


• If he still considered his position on 


impeachment as "absolutely neutral," as 
reported in the Herald on Feb. 1. 


• If he would vote for impeachment if 


the grand Jury shows grounds for crimi- 
nal indictment of the President. 


ON TWO OTHER ' questions, con- 


cerning his interpretation of precedents 
on what constitutes an impeachable of- 
fense, Crane said he could not give a de- 
finitive, answer until he was informed 
with what offenses the President could 
be formally charged. 


The seventh question was the request 


to deliver the impeachment petitions to 
the Judiciary Committee, and to enter 
the/'Declaration of Impeachment" into 
the Congressional Record. 


In a frequently heated question-and-an- 


swer period that followed, Crane said he 
would consider conducting &s own poll to 
determine how many of the 600,000 voters 
in his district favored impeachment. But 
he emphasized that he doubted the value 
of such a poll. "What if 100 per cent of 
you say "Impeach," and what if the 
House Judiciary Committee finds no 
g r o u n d s for impeachment?" Crane 
asked. 


CRANE ALSO said repeatedly that if 


the question of his vote on impeachment 
became one of reflecting the views of his 
constituency or of fulfilling his Con- 
stitutional responsibility, he would be 
guided "absolutely" by the Constitution. 


Accused by one questioner of failing to 


carry out the wishes of his constituents, 
Crane declared that he believes he re- 
flects the views of the majority of his 
district, "And when I no longer reflect 
their views, I will be retired from the 
Congress." 


He added later, "If I am to be retired 


from Congress on this single issue, then 
that is simply the price you pay for car- 
rying out your responsibility." 


Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and 
stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missing ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
'Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote. Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically 
disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 
' Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 
vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 
turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said. 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd. 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes east than ballot 
applications 
could 
indicate 
election 


fraud. 


Al Smedley, an elections consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co., printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic." 


"Missing binder cards is a problem," 


said Smedley, noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant. 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said. 


Elections will be streamlined in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems. But Smedley said 
he is "worried about the March 19 
primary." One of his worries is voter 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us." 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest. The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Smedley. 


Poll: Lake County wants 
Wheeling library service

A majority of Lake County Buffalo 


Grove residents have indicated in a 
straw poll their desire to become part of 
the Wheeling Public Library 
District, 


thus apparently resolving a dispute over 
who will provide the service. 


An informal mail-in survey of library 


cardholders in the northern section of the 
village conducted by the North Suburban 
Library System (NSLS) shows that 86 
out of 161 families polled support annex- 
ing the area into the Wheeling Public Li- 
brary District, The results of the poll 
were released Friday night. 


The northern section of the village is 


included in a portion of southern Lake 
County that is not part of any library 
district. 


The Wheeling Public Library District 


has long been interested in annexing 
Lake County Buffalo Grove and sur- 
rounding lands included in the village 
master plan. An annexation referendum 
conducted three years ago was unsuc- 
cessful., 


The Vernon Area Library Committee is 


proposing the creation of a new Vernon 
Area Library District and hoped to in- 
clude the Lake County section of Buffalo 
Grove within its boundaries. 


THE STRAW poll was an informal sur- 


vey, but' both library districts agreed to 
abide by the results in planning its future 
service areas. 


Now that the poll has been conducted, 


the next step is to hold a referendum 
annexing Lake County Buffalo Grove into 
the Wheeling Public Library District. 
Wheeling library officials have said the 
referendum probably will be next fall. It 
will have to be approved by a majority 
of those voting in the area. 


Although about 3,600 Buffalo Grove 


residents are in the area surveyed by the 
NSLS, the two library districts decided to 
poll only those residents holding library 
cards from the Wheeling district, the 
Vernon Committee or the NSLS book- 
mobile. Cardholders were given one vote 
per household. 


Josephone Leonard, Wheeling district 


trustee from Buffalo Grove, following the 
release of the straw poll results said, 
"I'm very happy to see all of Buffalo 
Grove hi one library district. This is 
what we had hoped would happen." 


MRS. 
LEONARD SAID she was not 


surprised at the results, adding, "I felt if 
people wanted quality library service 
right away and not five or 10 years from 
now they would choose the Wheeling 
Public Library District." 


Concerning the outcome of the straw 


poll, Justin Fishfaein, Long Grove chiar- 
man of the Vernon Area Library Com- 
mittee said, "I have no comment on the 
vote in Lake County Buffalo Grove." 
' Fishbein, however, said he will abide 
by what was agreed to concerning the 
outcome of the straw poll. "It was done 
in the most democratic way possible. 


The people in Lake County Buffalo Grove 
voiced their opinions and I will abide by 
that," he said. 


Wheeling library officials said they 


wanted to annex the Lake County section 
of Buffalo Grove to unite the village into 
one district. Vernon committee officials, 
however, argued that because Lake 
County Village residents attend School 
Dist. 96 elementary schools and Steven- 
son High School, persons in that area are 
more oriented toward Vernon Township. 


ACCORDING TO Robert McClarren, 


NSLS systems director, 338 postage-paid 
ballots were mailed two weeks ago to 
Lake County Buffalo Grove residents. He 
said he considered the response by Fri- 
day's deadline "pretty good for a mail- 
ing." 


Ballots were counted by representa- 


tives of the Wheeling library district, the 
Vernon committee and the NSLS late 
Friday afternoon., 


In addition to the survey of Buffalo 


Grove residents, a straw poll was con- 
ducted among residents in unincorpo- 
rated Lake County who also are not part 
of any library district. 


Out of 32 families surveyed in the Pe- 


kara and Inverrary subdivisions and the 
area around Chevy Chase Country Club, 
27 said they prefer being a part of a new 
Vernon library district. 


In the Horatio Gardens area, 38 out of

Even a child needs suf- 
ficient bulk in the diet for proper func- 
tion of the colon. 


It is important to develop good bowel 


habits early in life but that specifically 
does not include taking laxatives and 
enemas. A laxative habit at any age can 
be harmful. It is just possible that the 
little girl already has a spastic colon be- 
cause of her bowel habits and the use of 
laxatives. And, believe me, that can be 
painful. This may be why she screams. 


Yes, she needs an examination. This 


might need to include a study of her co- 
lon to see how it is functioning. She 
needs to be put on a diet that will help 
her more. It may be that she will need a 
bowel training program, which includes 
developing regular bowel habits. That 
means plenty of warm liquids at break- 
fast and each morning sitting on the 
commode for 15 minutes. A bowel move- 
ment is not necessary. 


I THINK THE amount of attention she 


gets from the present ritual is not con- 
ducive to developing good habits. She 


should J» allowed to go to the bathroom 
and left there. If she doesn't have a bow- 
el movement, okay, she may have one 
the next day. 


It is not necessary to have a bowel 


movement every day. Why don't you en- 
courage your daughter to take her to the 
doctor and try to develop a good pro- 
gram for her. 


Bowel training can have important ef- 


fects on the psychological reactions of a 
person later in life. The idea of withhold- 
ing a bowel movement to punish the par- 
ents gets started fairly early in life. The 
child can reward or punish anxious par- 
ents by their actions. Sometimes a child 
with real severe problems needs help 
from a child psychologist or psychiatrist. 
This can be quite important. So, it isn't a 
matter of whether it is psychological or 
not, but rather one of a condition that 
needs treatment.

Wilson must compromise

H Harold Wilson wants to stay on long 


as Britain's prune minister — and it's 
the only job he's ever wanted — he will 
have to abandon some of the issues for 
which he has campaigned most strongly. 


Among them will be his socialist goal 


of a widely expanded nationalization of 
industry. 


Another will be his avowed determina- 


tion to renegotiate Britain's position 
in the European common market. 


It is a question whether he will be able 


to abandon wage controls while at the 
same time holding a lid on prices to cut 
back on inflation. But that also is a La- 
bor party goal. 


These are among the results of an elec- 


tion in which British voters rejected for- 
mer Prime Minister Edward Heath's 
challenge to the coal miners on the ques- 
tion of "who rules Britain?" and the La- 
bor party's corresponding challenge to 
British industry. Instead, they man- 
dated both parties to abandon politics 
and act solely in the interests of Britain. 


British voters denied a majority to ei- 


ther the predominant Labor and Con- 
servative parties and placed the balance 
in the hands of the Liberals with a total 
of only 14 seats in the House of Com- 
mons. A few others were scattered 
among the small Scottish and Welsh 
groups, which Wilson also must court. 


The British election has been described 


as a rejection of extremists on both 
sides. 


Herald editorial 
The RTA bill should be rejected 


For about three months, the de- 


bate on the proposed Regional 
Transit Authority on which voters 
will decide two weeks hence has 
been the subject of lengthy debate. 


While many of the points argued 


pro and con are matters of opinion, 
we believe that the proponents of 
the current proposal have failed to 
prove their case. 


Our original judgment on the 


proposal was that it was a shoddy 
piece of legislation born of political 
bargaining which fails to promise 
any real solution to the problems of 


mass transit in the six-county met- 
ropolitan region, other than assur- 
ances of financial aid for existing 
railroads. 


The conviction stands. 
We repeat that the Herald be- 


lieves that a comprehensive re- 
gional transportation system is one 
of the most pressing needs not only 
of the suburbs, but of the City of 
Chicago, and in fact of the entire 
state of Illinois. 


Without a modern mass trans- 


portation system to move throngs 
of people throughout the six-county 


The 
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area and to relieve the relentless 
pressure on highways, the econo- 
my of the metropolitan area is 
bound to be weakened — and that 
economy is of vital concern to ev- 
ery person in the state. 


It is for that reason that we be- 


lieve that what has become one of 
the chief arguments for approving 
the RTA in referendum is a cha- 
rade. 


Having failed to lay to rest the 


objections to the current RTA pro- 
posal, its proponents have argued 
that if voters do not accede to their 
plan, the legislature may never of- 
fer another. 


The persistence of this argument 


— and the influential positions of 
those who have propounded it — 
have lent it the force of a threat: 
take it or leave it. 


The proponents argue that legis- 


lators from the six-county metro- 
politan area — who comprise 70 
per cent of the General Assembly 
— will be helpless, in the face of 
opposition by the 30 per cent who 
reside downstate. 


Those country bumpkins, they 


say, will interpret a "no" vote on 
this proposal as the complete re- 
jection of the concept of RTA by 
their city cousins and will block 


any future attempt to establish a 
sounder plan. Nonsense. 


Not only do the 70 per cent of 


the legislators from the six-county 
area have it in their power to pass 
another RTA bill, even that may 
not be necessary. 


Rep. Eugene F. Schlickman, 


R-Arlington Heights, the chief 
spokesman for the opposition, be- 
lieves the present legislation can 
be amended when the General As- 
sembly reconvenes in April, despite 
the outcome of the referendum. 
Only a simple majority vote would 
be necessary for amendments. 


In fact, it has been the steadfast 


refusal of its authors to consider a 
handful of simple amendments to 
the RTA bill which has reinforced 
the arguments of the opponents. 


Voters who cast "no" ballots on 


the RTA proposal can serve notice 
on the legislature that they will not 
a c c e p t questionable legislation 
hammered out in the backrooms of 
the state Capitol. 


They can also let legislators 


know that they expect immediate 
action on sound RTA legislation — 
before the election next November 
in which those legislators will be 
asking to be returned to Spring- 
field.

That anything like this academic strike 


could ever happen in either one of the 
two theological seminaries of the strong- 
ly conservative, 3-miilion-member Lu- 
theran Church-Missouri Synod, is as- 
tounding. 


But then so is the denomination's ultra- 


conservative president, the Rev. Dr. Ja- 
cob A. B. Preus, whose allies on the 
seminary's board' of control (trustees) 
suspended the seminary's president, the 
Rev. Dr. John Tietjen. They charged 
Tietjen with "holding, defending, allow- 
ing and fostering false doctrine." 


(Translation: Rev. Tietjen has allowed 


students and faculty to question whether 
Jonah was literally swallowed by a great 
fish, and whether Adam and Eve were 
actual historical beings.) 


FOLLOWING Rev. Tietjen's suspen- 


sion, 42 of the faculty promptly an- 
nounced that they are similarly "here- 
tical." 


Rev. Tietjen issued a statement that 


the action of the board of control was 


l" and that "agents" of president 


Preus had offered to secure him a call to 
a parish if he would simply quit quietly. 


"If there is any substance at all to the 


charge that I am a teacher of false doc- 
trine," noted Rev. Tietjen, "then it is im- 
moral to arrange a call for me and in- 
flict me on another community of Chris- 
tian people." 


In a moving speech to 1,500 students, 


faculty and alumni of the seminar, Tiet- 
jen looked at his stu'dents and exclaimed 
joyfully: "They don't know you!" 


«• REV. PREUS' administration knew 


these students, they certainly under- 
estimated them. For .the young men and 
women risked their entire futures in the 
denomination by proclaiming themselves 
as being just as anathematized as their 
allegedly heretical professors. They then 
organized a massive 100,000-mile pilgri- 
mage in which 250 of their number vis- 
ited local churches in 34 states. Here, 
when allowed by the clergy, they told of 
the details of what Tietjen charged was 


• the "moral bankruptcy" and "corrup- 


tion" of the Preus administration. 


Rev. Preus, who was resoundingly re- 


elected to a second four-year presidency 
last July, scoffed at these tactics calling 
them "theatrical." But in apparent panic 
he sent several thousand copies of a 31- 
page rebuttal to all local clergy, teachers 
and lay leaders. 
. 


THIS ALARM PACKET contained a 


letter, allegedly written by the handful of 
Conservative students still willing to at- 
tend class. The letter, among other no- 
table contents, bemoans the fact that at 
Concordia "there has been unceasing 


ridicule of the simple, childlike faith of 
the laity." 


But this touching concern for the 


"child-like laity" is unsigned. Why? 


"I know who signed it, but I won't re- 


veal their names.— for their own protec- 
tion," acting president Scharlemann told 
this column. 


But had not these loyalist students at- 


tended chapel unhurt and not even ridi- 
culed right there in broad daylight 
amongst all the savage student rebels? 


"Well, that's just the way I see it," 


replied Dr. Scharlemann. 


One of the two preachers at Dr. 


Scharlemann's official chapel service 
was Professor Emeritus Lewis Spitz, 
who thundered: "If Luther had gone on 
strike, there would be no Lutheran 
Church today!" 


MOST OTHER CHURCH historians 


would strongly dissent with Dr. Spitz' 
amazing statement, in recalling that Dr. 
Luther incited an internationally signifi- 
cant strike. 


It is called the Reformation. And its 


spirit is alive today in the courage of 
several hundred young men and women 
at Concordia Seminary in St. Louis.

FASHION BY THE YARD 
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New automobiles 


What's wrong with them? 


(Editor's note: The quality of the 


American-made automobile is declining, 
judging from the increasing number of 
defect recalls and consumer complaints. 
In a two-part series, Monica Wllch Perin, 
the Herald's consumer affairs writer, ex- 
amines the problem of what's wrong with 
new can and what remedy is promised 
the consumer, either through warranties 
or proposed legislation,)

Maybe the oil companies are right. 


Maybe the gas shortage Isn't their con- 
spiracy to Increase profits. 


Perhaps it's a conspiracy by American 


automobile makers to divert public at- 
tention from the not-so-excellent engi- 
neering practiced in Detroit, 


The gas crisis—whosever fault it is— 


may be a blessing in disguise if it moti- 
vates production of smaller, more ef- 
ficient cars to replace the mechanical 
monsters of recent years. 


But smaller will not necessarily mean 


better, just as bigger certainly wasn't 
better. The record of defect recalls and 
the volumes of consumer compalints 
across the country indict all sized cars 
from Cadillacs and Llncolns on down to 
Pintos and Vegas. 


FOR EXAMPLE, Arlington Heights 


resident Kenneth V. Clark purchased a 
new $7,000 Chrysler New Yorker in Octo- 
ber. 1972. 


Me first became dissatisfied with the 


construction of the doors and windows, 
"The wind whistled through the windows 
when they were closed." he wrote The 
Herald, and the driver's side door was 
assembled so poorly that there was a 
wide crack along the bottom edge and 
the outside decorative strip was "consid- 
erably out of line" with the correspond- 
ing strip on the front fender. 


"That's not important," Clark says the 


dealer told lilm. 


But Clark's problems with the new car 


began to take on more Importance. A 
short time after his purchase, he started 
the car up and "a gush of smoke came 
from under the dash." The dealer diag- 
nosed it as a shorted switch, but he 
didn't have the necessary part in stock to 
repair the car that day. 


STILL WITHIN ITS first year and first 


8.000 miles, this new Chrysler proceeded 
to go through three batteries. Days after 
installation of the third battery, Clark 
wrote, "it was necessary to return to 
have the alternator taken apart, inside of 
which a broken part was found." 


The third battery has, five months lat- 


er, developed a recurring dry cell and 
wi'l have to be replaced. The gas gauge 
on the now 16-month-old car also is bro- 
ken. 


Not surprisingly, this automobile was 


among the increasing numbers of recalls 
for manufacturing defects. Clark was 
driving the car when he heard on the 
radio that the model had a defective 
electrical connection which affected the 
power brakes and steering. The radio an- 
nouncer said several accidents had al- 
ready resulted. 


HAVING READ THAT "Chrysler Cor- 


poratlon Cares" and that It prides itself 
on its "engineering excellence," Clark 
contacted the Regional Service Office as 
suggested in his Chrysler manual. He 
was concerned about the constantly re- 
curring problems and the rapidly ex- 
piring warranty. 


But there was nothing the regional of- 


fice could do. A spokesman there told 
The Herald, Clark's problems up to 
that point had "been resolved" and that 
"no one can determine what could go 
wrong with the car tomorrow." 


At least Clark has plenty of company. 


Maurice M. Umbdenstock, also of Arling- 
ton Heights, bought a new Dodge Colt 
wagon in September 1973. Within two 
weeks, Umbdenstock wrote The Herald, 
the decorative colt dropped off the grill. 


But Umbdenstock had little time to 


worry about that because he also began 
to notice that the automatic transmission 
"felt sloppy and it slipped out of gear 
occasionally." When he took the car to 
the dealer for its 600-mile inspection, he 
told the service man about the trans- 
mission — and also pointed out that the 
dome light didn't work. 


ON SEPT. 26. Umbdenstock wrote, he 


took the car back again with the same 
transmission trouble. He also mentioned 
that "the back of the back seat (was) 
pulled out and the covering on the door 
post came loose." 


During October he continued to have 


trouble with the transmission slipping 
out of gear; he also noticed that "a cable 
was loose and flopping, hitting the under- 
side of the car"; the car "was sluggish 
at times," it "vibrated" and the dome 
light still didn't always work. 


Umbdenstock returned the car to the 


dealer on Oct. 9 and again Nov. 7 in re- 
gard to these problems. After that, the 
dome light still behaved erratically, and, 
on Dec. 21, Umbdenstock wrote, he was 
unable to get the car out of his garage. 
"We couldn't shift it." 


The dealer towed the car in and told 


him "a pin had dropped into the gears," 
but, they said, it couldn't be fixed until 
after Christmas. 


ON APHIL 3, Umbdenstock took his 


car in for its 8,000 mile inspection. It was 
losing water. It continued to have trans- 
mission problems ("runs in neutral, but 
not in gear"), and the speedometer was 
registering wildly incorrect speeds. The 
dealer did not have the necessary spee- 
dometer part in stock. 


In May, Umbdenstock wrote, he took 


the car to a foreign car mechanic in a 
desperate attempt to find out what was 
causing the continuing problem of stall- 
ing in gear. The mechanic said it needed 
a new solenoid, but he couldn't' obtain 
one, so Umbdenstock took it back to the 
dealer. 


"They charged me for a road test, 


checking the carburetor, fast idle oper- 
ation and finally replaced the solenoid. I 
drove it home, but it wouldn't idle." 


Oct. 12, a year and a month after pur- 


chase, a second new solenoid was in- 
stalled, and the brakes had to be repair- 
ed. But the car still wouldn't slow-idle 
after starting, Umbdenstock reported. 


STILL ANOTHER example of Detroit's 


quality control came from 
Thomas 


Crabb of Prospect Heights, who bought a 
new Chevrolet truck last fall. Crabb 
drove the new truck from the dealer's lot 
to the village safety test lane — and it 
failed the safety test. The wheels were 
too far out of alignment. 


A few days later, with only 70 miles on 


the truck, the power steering failed. 
Crabb wanted a new power steering unit 
installed, but the dealer refused to do so. 
He would only repair the faulty one. Who 
needs to spend thousands of dollars to 
have a vehicle with defective, patched-up 
parts? Crabb asks. 


OWNER OF this new car did the best 
he could at sealing the windows, 


The problem of quality control in new 


car manufacture has become so serious 
in recent years that a vice president of 
General Motors told a 1972 gathering of 
corporate officials, "Poor quality threat- 
ens to destroy us." 


ACCORDING TO an account in the 


Detroit News, the official said quality 
and workmanship must be improved be- 
cause warranty repairs were costing the 
company $500 million a year. Noting that 
loyalty among GM car owners was de- 
clining, the official declared that "every 
defect, each recall only dimishes the 
credibility of whatever amount of adver- 
tising we do." 


A scan of the latest auto defect report 


issued by the National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration 
(NHTSA) con- 


firms the seriousness of the auto quality 


, crisis. 


Safety-related defect investigations in- 


itiated by NHTSA during November-De- 
cember, 1973, included the following: 


• General Motors, Cadillac, models 
1969-73, reported by the Center for Auto 
Safety to exhibit steering lock-up7 due to 
binding spool valves in the power steer- 
ing assembly. 


• Ford, Pinto, 1971-72, reported by 


consumers to exhibit steering failure; in- 
'Vestigation indicates wheel impact may 
cause bending of gear in rack and pinion 
assembly, resulting in steering failure. 


• Ford, 4-barrel carburetor vehicles, 


1968-74, case opened by a letter reporting 


which had been admitting wind and 
were not repaired by the dealer. 


a fatal accident, allegedly the result of a 
jammed throttle caused 'by the breaking • 
of the fast idle cam in a 1969 Lincoln 
Continental. The lobe on the nylon cam 
(of Autolite 43004V carburetor) allegedly 
breaks off and wedges between the fast 
idle lever and the automatic choke hous- 
ing, preventing lower engine speed. 


• Ford, 
school bus, 
1966-74, case 


opened following report from Rhode Is- 
land on a school bus accident allegedly 
caused by front wheel brake drum fail- 
,ure. The drum reportedly splits apart, 
resulting in loss of brakes. 


And here are 
some of the in- 


vestigations opened previous to Novem- 
ber: 


• General Motors, Buick Opel, 1964-71, 


fuel tank and system—problem with fuel 
system integrity. 


• Ford Pinto, 1972-73, assembly aid 


tab rear wheel weld — tab may contact 
tire, cutting tire. 


• Ford Torino, 1969, engine mounts — 


problem of secondary effects from shear- 
ing of engine mounts. 


• General Motors, GMC and Chevrolet 


pick-up, 1971-72, steering tie rod end — 
separation of ball from socket. 


• Chrysler, 
Plymouth Valiant and 


Dodge Dart, 1970-72, brake proportioning 
valve — rear wheel lock-up under nor- 
mal brake operation. 


• Ford full-size models, 1970-71, hood 


latch — failure to latch mechanism. 


• Ford Mercury Capri, 1973, fuel and

mon — even with brand new autos. 


evaporative line connectors — molded 
tubing connectors crack. 


• Chrysler, all 6-cylinder models, 1971- 


72, exhaust manifold — cracks. 


• General Motors, Chevrolet Vega, 


1967-73, steering relay rod — lock-up due 
to foreign objects. 


• General Motors, Chevrolet Impala, 


1969-70, steering wheel — breakage at 
hub. 


• Chrysler, Plymouth Valiant, 1973, 


upper control arm — low or insufficient 
torque control. 


• Ford, all models, 1967-71, brake mas- 


ter cylinder — failure due to corrosion. 


• Ford, Mercury Capri, 1971, evapora- 


tive emission system — underhood fires 
due to system malfunction. 


Consumers' exasperation with the mal- 


functionings of their costly new automo- 
biles is apparently matched only by their 
exasperation with trying to get the ve- 
hicles satisfactorily repaired. 


And worst of all, there continues to be 


little or no recourse for unhappy automo- 
bile owners. There is no government 
agency, no industry body, no consumer 
organization or advocate to whom the 
car owner can turn for effective remedy 
of his grievances.

Good suit test... 


Can you spot quality in men's clothing? 


Much of the craftsmanship of a good 
suit, sport coat or pants is hidden from 
the eye. To make sure you're getting 
what you pay for Hart, Schaffner and 
Marx offers these suggestions. 


• A jacket collar that clings to the 


neck. Stand away collars may-be great 
in some women's wear, but they have no 
place in men's clothing. Careful crafts- 
manship contours the cloth to drape 
about the neck. 


• A smooth, well-formed shoulder line, 


leading from the neck to the sleevehead. 


• Pattern-matching . . . or contin- 


uation of the design unbroken from one 
part of the garment to another; from 
sleeve to torso, from pocket to jacket, 
back jacket seam, collar to torso, lapels 
that each have the pattern spaced identi- 
cally. 
• Is the sleeve set carefully? The sleeve 
is made larger than the armhole to pro- 
vide a graceful contour and permit free- 
dom of movement.

ness evenly for a smooth appearance. 


• Fabric matching . . . does the cloth

This pre- 
cludes an unsightly gaping, especially if 
the wearer's rear is a bit on the sizeable 
side. 


• If it's a center vent, is there horizon- 


tal stitching at the top to reinforce the 
vent. It's there but doesn't show in quali- 
ty suits, 


• Is there a special fly closure at the 


t r o u s e r zipper to hold the pants 
smoothly? 


• Is there a pocket-within-a-pocket in 


the trousers?

A lot of people think this country is 


going to hell in a handbasket because we 
can't get gas, because bread is out- 
rageously priced, and because milk will 
soon be a luxury for the rich. 


I'd be inclined to agree. . 
However, I am surprised to find that I 


can see so quickly some good come out 
of such a depressing situation. It is under 
these adverse conditions that I think I 
may be able to teach my children not to 
.be wasteful. 


Up to this point in time we have been 


concerned with wastefulness on an indus- 
trial level. We have criticized large com- 
panies for failing to reclaim usable 
wastes. We have saved newspapers to 
rescue trees. We have collected cans to 
cut dowra on mining demands. We have 
reused our glass to conserve fuel. 


ALL THIS IS great, but it hasn't con- 


tributed much to change our national 
habits of waste. I believe this is mainly 
because we haven't learned to be con- 
sistent conservationists. This virtue, like 
charity, begins at home. 


I used to talk about waste in terms of 


helping ourselves to more food than we 
can eat. But making it real meant trans- 
lating it into getting every bit of peanut 
butter out of the jar Ijefore throwing it 
away. Getting the family's great recycl- 
ing crusaders to take their minds off 


newspapers and cans long enough to go 
back upstairs and turn off unused lights 
has been a comparable challenge. I try 
to convince teenagers not to worry that a 
brick won't fit into a toilet tank, pointing 
out that they can more easily save water 
by wearing a pair of jeans twice before 
washing them. 


Learning not to waste is a sacrifice. It 


costs, and the payments are in time. 
When gas and paper and a lot ot other 
'things were cheap, it wasn't worth our 
time to conserve them. 


MANY OF US have never had to sacri- 


fice. We haven't had to cope with war or 
economic depression and the automatic 
wastecurbing hardships that go with 
them. I am in this category, and I re- 
member being baffled by my grand- 
mother whenj was about 10.1 had swept 
her kitchen floor and was holding the 
dustpan for her when she spotted a 
straight pin in the pile of dirt. 


"Were you going to throw that out?" 


she asked, picking the pin out of the 
dust. 


When I nodded yes, she replied, 


"Someday you might need a pin and not 
be able to get one. Then you'would re- 
member the pin you swept up from my 
kitchen floor and threw out."' 


I remember the pin. I hope my chil- 


dren will remember the lights, the water 
and the gas. 
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With this sunny news, can spring be far away?

...An examination of both 


sides before the referendum 


The debate over the proposed Regional 


Transportation Authority has left many 
issues unresolved. Advocates and oppo- 
nents differ on both the powers and obli- 
gations the authority board will have if 
the March 19 RTA referendum is passed. 
They can't even agree on the meaning of 
many provisions In the 36-page RTA 
bill. 


Spokesmen for the opposition, which is 


eluded in RTA. charge the authority will 
not adequately represent the Interests of 
non-Chicago residents. They object to 


RTA's well-financed promotional cam- 
paign and its heavy editorial support 
from Chicago news media. 


Those favoring RTA contend a well-fi- 


nanced, coordinated regional transit au- 
thority is needed for the economic health 
of the entire metropolitan area. They 
object to what they see as irrational ar- 
guments mounted against RTA. 


A summary of arguments pro and con 


in key points of the RTA debate follows. 
Arguments were prepared from inter- 
views, presentations and position papers 
issued by both sides. 


Does the proposed RTA board conform 


to the one-man, one-vote proportion sys- 
tem of representation? 


Pro 


Yes. Equal representation Is provided 


to the city and the suburbs. The outlying 
counties have 22 per cent of the popu- 
lation and will get two members. Subur- 
ban Cook County has 30 per cent of the 
population in the region and will get two 
members. The City of Chicago has 48 per 
cent of the population, and will get four 
members. In addition, the bill requires 
board membership to be adjusted every 
to years after federal censuses are tak- 
en. 


Con 


I/sing the actual population per- 


centages. Cook County suburban resi- 
dents are being cheated out of a mem- 
ber. With the RTA board as set up, Chi- 
cago's representation is on a ratio of two 
to one with the Cook County suburbs, 
while their population ratio is actually 
five to three. 


Could the board be set up to provide at 


least one representative from each of the 
six counties In the RTA area, Instead of 
two representatives for live outlying 
counties? 


Pro 


If one representative were given to 


each county, the board would have to 
have 62 members to meet the criterion of 
one-man, one-vote. One-man, one-vote 
protection is provided for specifically in 
the RTA bill. With present population fig- 
ures, four city and four suburban board 
members meets that standard. 


Con 


A weighted vote system could be used, 


giving each county a percentage of a 
vote, without creating a large, unman- 
ageable board. That would guarantee 
each county representation and would 
still meet the one-man, one-vote crite- 


Wlll the RTA have unlimited taxing 


pnwer In Ilic six-county area? 


Pro 


The RTA Is specifically limited in the 


bill to two taxes — motor fuel and park- 
ing. The tax on motor fuel is limited to 5 
per cent, and the bill states, ''The board 
may not impose any other taxes except 
as It may from time to time be author- 
ized by law to impose." 


Con 


The bill does not limit the amount of 


parking tax that could be levied, and In- 
terpretation indicates the tax could be 
widely applied, Including municipal park- 
ing meters, streets, parking lots of busi- 
nesses and churches, and even home 
driveways and garages. The bill stales In 
addition that "all taxes authorized by 
this section may be Imposed In addition 
to any other taxes of whatever kind." 


Do the two sections quoted above con- 


flict, and which lakes precedence? 


Pro 


The COM statement Is misinterpreted. 


It Is a standard legal clause, meant to 
protect the RTA taxes from being pre- 
empted by other governments, No addi- 
tional taxes are authorized. 


Con 


The statements arc confusing, and 


make the Intent of the bill unclear. The 
wording apparently makes it possible for 
the RTA to extend its taxing ability, al- 
though It might take a court decision to 
clarify the matter. 


Could the RTA tax parking lots, drive- 


ways and garages as "parking facil- 
ities?" 


Pro 


No. The bill states the tax will be on 


the "privilege" of parking at parking fa- 
cilities in the metropolitan region. Park- 
ing facilities are defined in the Illinois 
statutes In reference to parking garages 
and lota. Charges for private property 
would not meet that definition. Taxing of, 
church parking lots would violate the 
First Amendment guarantee of freedom 
of religion. 


Con 


Yes. The wording of the bill is vague in 


stating "parking facilities." If it meant 
parking garages and lots, why didn't the 
bill state that? There is no reference to 
definition of parking facilities. The au- 
thority could tax municipal parking me- 
ters, for example, forcing the municipal- 
ity to collect the tax. That would mean 
an increase in meter rates or the munici- 
pality would have to absorb the tax from 
its operating funds. 


What guarantees are there that the 


suburbs will get a share of the benefits of 
RTA? 


Pro 


A companion bill authorizes the sale of 


$75 million In bonds exclusively for the 
purchase of public transportation equip- 
ment outside Chicago. With federal 
matching funds, that could expand to 
$300 million, which would be enough to 
purchase existing bus lines and provide 
new bus and commuter rail equipment. 
The bill also requires two-thirds of mon- 
ey raised through RTA taxes in eacn 
county to be spent on services to that 
county. 


Cort 


The complementary bill only author- 


izes the governor to issue the bonds; it 
does not require him to do so. There w 
also no requirement that any of the mon- 
ey will be used for buses. The two-thirds 
provision does not guarantee that any 
new or improved transportation will be 
established within any county, so the' 
funds could be used only for lines to Chi- 
cago. The RTA board is not specifically 
charged in the bill with expanding mass 
transit or developing neighborhood and 
inter-city bus routes. 


Who will control the RTA board; If 


anyone does? 


Pro 


No one will control the board because 


representation is equally balanced, four 
for the city and four for the suburbs. Six 
votes are needed to select the ninth 
member, the chairman, assuring that he 
woi'ld be nonpartisan and not identifiable 
with the city or the suburbs. 


Con 


The mayor of Chicago will control the 


RTA board, because he appoints four 
members who will be expected to vote as 
a bloc. Suburban members are selected 
by the various county boards, and would 
not be as cohesive. The four solid city 
votes could join with the two Cook Coun- 
ty board votes to get the needed six 
votes for major RTA action, including se- 
lection of the chairman. If the six could 
select a chairman sympathetic to Cook 
County, they would have seven votes and 
absolute control of the RTA board. 


Docs the wording of the bill prohibit 


amendments • after the referendum Is 
passed? 


Pro 


No. The only restriction is that the 


ability to pay off bonds cannot be im- 
paired. That provision is necessary to get 
certification for the sale of bonds. 
Changes unrelated to paying off the 
bonds or those that would not jeopardize 
their payment could still be made. 


Con 


The wording may in the future be re-

strictive, because of interpretation of 
what affects the payment of bonds. The 
bill says the state "will not limit or alter 
the rights and powers vested in the au- 
thority by this act so as to impair the 
terms of any contract made by the au- 
thority 'with such (bond) holders or in 
any way impair the rights and remedies 
of such holders until such bonds and 
notes, together with interest thereon ... 
are fully met and discharged." 


Will a new RTA bill be drawn up in the 


next session of the General Assembly if 
the referendum fails? 


Pro 


It is very unlikely, because a defeat on 


March 19 will be interpreted as a defeat 
of the concept of RTA. The present com- 
promise bill was developed only after a 
great deal of bargaining, including prom- 
ises of highway funds for downstate leg- 
islators' districts. The $200 million high- 
way bond provision goes through wheth- 
er RTA passes or not, and other bargain- 
ing tools would not be as strong. If a new 
RTA bill were drafted, it would take sev- 
eral years. 


Con 


Yes. Defeat of the RTA bill now -would 


give suburban legislators the power they 
need to pass a new bill in the next ses- 
sion, particularly since about 70 per cent 
of the state legislators are from the six- 
county metropolitan area. They could 
pass any bill they could agree on locally. 
As for the $200 million, the legislature 
will not provide the bonds without fur- 
ther legislative action, so the down- 
staters still have to "come back" to get 
their share of the agreement.

Why are the RTA. board members to 


be appointed instead of elected, and what 
are the values of each method? 


Pro 


Appointing the members offers a bet- 


ter chance to find persons qualified jn 
mass transportation, and eliminates the 
need for them to spend a lot of time run- 
ning for re-election once they have the 
positions. The goal is to exclude the situ- 
ation from politics. 


Con 


Appointing the RTA board members 


gives more political strength to people 
like the mayor of Chicago. An elected 
board would be immediately accountable 
to the public, and would act accordingly. 
It will be difficult to show disapproval of 
board members when there is no ballot 
box. The appointed board's taxing pow- 
ers have been called taxation without 
representation. 


Is the provision allowing no-bid sale of 


RTA bonds a good idea? 


Pro 


Yes, because it will give the board the 


option of arranging more favorable bond 
terms than can sometimes be obtained 
t h r o u g h competitive bidding. Other 
agencies such as the Illinois Toll High- 
way Authority already have the power to 
sell no-bid bonds. Details of all bond 
sales will be matters of public record. 


Con 


No, because if you arrange a bond sale 


privately, how do you know you have ob- 
tained the best possible deal? The public 
is entitled to the protection of com- 
petitive bidding for bond issues. 


The RTA is exempt from Illinois Com- 


merce Commission regulations, but is 
that a good idea? 


Pro 


Yes, because the RTA provisions for 


public hearings, five-year plans and oth- 
er procedures give more protection than 
the ICC. In addition, the RTA will be 
governed'by local residents, while the 
ICC is primarily composed of downstate 
members. Dual regulation would serve 
no purpose. 


Con 


No, because the ICC protects the public 


by requiring reasonable fares and ser- 
vices and schedules useful to the public. 
The RTA bill should contain the same 
requirements. 


Should the referendum be on a county- 


by-county basis, instead of region-wide? 


Pro 


No, because public transportation prob- 


lems are of region-wide concern. Exist- 
ing transportation systems are not con- 
fined to county boundaries, and a county 
by county vote would raise the possibility 
that important parts of the systems could 
be outside the RTA jurisdiction; Subur- 
ban counties should be included specifi- 
cally because they are the areas ex- 
panding in population. Exclusion of even 
one of the counties could also upset the 
equal balance on the board between Chi- 
cago and suburban interests, giving Chi- 
cago control of the RTA. 


Con 


Yes. The RTA bill has a provision that 


any additions to the initial RTA area 
must be approved by a majority of vot- 
ers of the new area. The six initial coun- 
ties aren't given that same opportunity. 
Other cities have approved regional sys- 
tems under a county by county vote, in- 
cluding Atlanta, Ga., and San Francisco. 


Does the RTA bill jeopardize the rights 


and property of park districts and forest 
preserves? 


Pro 


No. The eminent domain powers grant- 


ed to the RTA conform to the Illinois 
Eminent Domain Act, which applies to 
all units of government. The exceptions 
in the bill limit RTA power by barring 
quick-take condemnation and requiring 
extra procedures for condemning park or 
open space land. Park land may be tak- 
en only by a two-thirds vote of the board, 
only upon a written finding adopted by 
two-thirds of the directors, and a written 
study done for the RTA stating that such 
taking is necessary, that no feasible al- 
ternative exisfs, and that the advantages 
to the public from the taking exceed the 
disadvantages. Nature preserve land can 
never be taken. In addition, any taking 
of land financed by federal funds must 
meet rigid federal standards that protect 
open space. 


Cora 


The RTA would wield unlimited au- 


thority to take private or public proper- 
ty, including forest preserves and parks. 
The limitations stated in the bill seem to 
be for the benefit of the railroads. The 
RTA may not take any property "so as 
to unreasonably interfere with the ability 
of a railroad to provide efficient freight 
or inter-city passenger service." 


Con 


Purchase of railroad service guaran- 


tees transportation to and from Chicago, 
but it does not necessarily guarantee lo- 
cal bus service, or intercity bus service 
that the suburbs have or want. The RTA 
does have to take over the CTA, so sub- 
urban bus companies are the only 
agencies without any guarantee with the 
RTA. 


The RTA would have the power to use 


streets in the region without being sub- 
ject to municipal requirements, but could 
that be harmful to a community? 


Pro 


No. Allowing each city and village to 


regulate and control routes and service 
would fragment what is supposed to be a 
coordinated program. The RTA needs 
the right to operate where the service is 
required. The provision for designation 
of bus lanes does not mean entire streets 
in a village or city would be closed to 
local traffic. It is designed for ex- 
pressways and arterial highways, and 
these all extend through more than one 
community, illustrating the need for re- 
gional authority. Furthermore, it would 
be an unconstitutional taking of property 
to ban private vehicles from residential 
streets. 


Con 


The provisions for use of streets jeop- 


ardize municipal home rule powers 
granted in the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 
The power to regulate mass transit on 
streets means large vehicles could be 
driven in residential areas with no re- 
course for objection by the residents. 
There is also the problem of regulating 
bus lanes on streets that only have one 
lane in each direction. 


Is the provision for mandatory pur- 


chase of service agreements with rail- 
roads discriminatory or harmful to sub- 
urban bus companies? 


Pro 


No. Because of complexity of commu- 


ter rail operations and their dependence 
on" the same facilities for passenger and 
freight operation, mandatory agreements 
are the only way to assure that rail ser- 
vice is continued. Bus service is less 
complex and requires less capital than 
rail service, so it will be feasible to take 
over bus companies outright in the im- 
mediate future. That would be cheaper 
than trying by subsidy to resuscitate bus 
companies that are on the verge of col- 
lapse right now. 


Will the RTA have to cooperate with 


the Northeastern Illinois Planning COm- 
m i s s i o n and submit federal grant 
requests to it? 


Pro 


Yes. The RTA will cooperate with all 


existing agencies, as specified in the bill. 
Present requirements would direct the 
RTA to submit federal grant requests 
through NIPC, as is done in all federal 
requests now. It should be obvious that 
NIPC desires would be met, 
because 


NIPC has endorsed the RTA bill. 


Con 


It might be possible for the RTA board 


to select its own regional agencies, and 
bypass NIPC. The board could, for ex- 
ample, work through the Regional Trans- 
portation Planning Board, which is sus- 
pect because it is located in Chicago City 
Hall and could be influenced more by the 
city. 


Is CTA inclusion in the RTA bill an 


asset, or liability, and why? 


Pro 


The CTA would be an obvious asset. 


Any regional system that would exclude 
the hub of its area would be ineffective 
and disjointed, the problems the RTA bill 
is designed to combat. The CTA also has'- 
expertise and experience in the field of 
mass transportation that would be valu- 
able to the new RTA. 
Some suburbs 


could also be served with mass transit 
very easily as part of the CTA through 
extensions, such as the present service in 
Evanston. Cooperation would also elimi- 
nate jurisdictional arguments such as ex- 
tension of the Kennedy Rapid Transit to 
O'Hare Airport. Maintaining the CTA 
means maintaining the city, and a 
healthy Chicago means healthy suburbs. 
Including the CTA also means it won't be 
getting the lion's share of federal funding 
for this area, as it presently does.

The CTA will be a millstone around the 


neck of the RTA. It will drain finances 
for a system that has already exhibited 
inability to operate efficiently. Money 
will first be used for the CTA, and the 
.suburbs will get what is left over. Strong- 
er suburban control of the board would 
have assured fairer distribution of RTA 
funds.

Hersey No. 1! 


Huskies dedicate state gym title to Gary Morava

Exorcised from the Red Devils at last! 
After spending four years under the 


domineering spell of Hinsdale Central, 
Hersey kept faith and dramatically cap- 
tured the 1974 state gymnastics meet be- 
fore a turn-away crowd at Prospect High 
School Saturday night, 


The Huskies, trailing the Devils head- 


ing into the video-taped televised finals, 
hit eight routines with more determina- 
tion than they had all season and edged 
Hinsdale, 180.5 to 167. 


Hersey head coach Don Von Ebers ex- 


plained what "possessed" Ills team down 
the thrilling stretch In an acceptance 
speech from the awards stand. 


"Hersey Is proud to dedicate this beau- 


tiful trophy to Gary Morava. It will be on 
display In our school a long, long time to 
commemorate a great, great individual." 


Morava's tragic and untimely death 


three weeks ago stunned his former 
coach and teammates who solemnly 
promised to win the state title In Gary's 
behalf. 


It was Indeed symbolic to see Von 


Ebers clutching the handsome first-place 
trophy. Four years earlier, It was Mo- 
rava who stood in the same position on 
that platform to receive the coveted all- 
around gold medal. 


In its usual demonstration of strength 


as a conference, Mid-Suburban League 
representative Rolling Meadows finished 
third in the team standings with 119 
points and Elk Grove fourth with 113. 


These same four squads battled to the 


top of the state last year as well, but 
Hinsdale's hypnotic excellence produced 
its fourth straight championship. 


The Red Devils appeared headed for 


an unprecedented fifth after Friday eve- 
ning's preliminary session. Hinsdale led 
Hersey, 57.5 to 45.0 with each club hold- 
ing eight finalist berths. 


"I don't know how many times I fig- 


ured and refigured our chances Saturday 
morning," Von Ebers recalled. "On the 
bus on the way over here tonight, I sim-' 
ply told my kids that we didn't need any 
miracles to win it. 


"I explained that this would be their 


final routines in high school and that we 
didn't need any special tricks to beat 
Hinsdale. The pressure was there, but so 
was the Inspiration for Gary Morava." 


The Huskies went out and immediately 


regained the advantage on floor exercise, 
92.0 to 87.0 as Mark Kleiner polled eighth 
with an 8.5, Keith Oehlsen notched a tie 
for fifth with an 8.7 and Ron Mitsos dead- 
locked for runnerup honors with an 8.9. 


Hersey's margin ballooned to 129-105 


after side horse with Bruce Freedman

and Rolling Meadows' Elaine Dahl shar- 
ing the individual title with robust 9.2's 
and Husky John Maseng contributing a 
fourth-place 8.9. 


The difference between the frontrun- 


ners became 146.0 to 120.5 after Hersey's 
John Ludwigsen bagged an 8.85 for 
fourth on 'high bar and peaked at 163.0 to 
120.5 when Don Zasadny bounced to an 
8.8 and fourth on tramp. 


Hinsdale sliced the deficit to 180.5 to 


150 after parallel bars despite the 8.8 and 
tie for third by Hersey's Mike Murphy 
and had two ringmen to Hersey's none to 
bail out the decision. 


Quick figuring made it evident that 


Hinsdale needed at least a fifth and sixth 
on rings to win and the countdown of in- 
dividuals other than Red Devils who 
would finish in the top seven began by 
Hersey team members who could do 
nothing else but pray. 


Pat Gunning's 8.25 for Hinsdale cli- 


maxed Hersey's dream three-quarters of 
the way through the list of finalists as 
seven other performers had indeed ex- 
ceeded the total. 


"When we saw that eight boys had 


beaten Hinsdale's scores, I clinched with 
my coaches 'and cried a little," Von 
Ebers admitted. It was the first title for 
the 18-year coaching veteran and "the 
greatest thrill of our lives," according to 
the trembling head man. 


But while the team derby was a con- 


stant crescendo of excitement, the indi- 
vidual event performances were no less 
spectacular. 


Again, the dominance of local talent. 


was apparent. Besides the co-champion- 
ship by Freedman and Dahl on side 
horse, Elk Grove produced the best on 
trampoline in Dave Hadley and the best 
in the state on rings with Jack Henry 
grabbing the prize. 


There wasn't much question that the 


1974 state meet was the finest in terms of 
talent in the sport's 17-year history. Win- 
ners in each of the six regular events 
displayed routines of 9.2 or better and 
even Bart Conner's 8.59 all-around aver- 
age was a new state-meet record. 


Defending champion Curt Austin of 


York had no trouble repeating his floor 
exercise supremacy with a stunning 9.4 
set and the dead heat on side horse be- 
tween Hersey's Freedman and DaW of 
R o l l i n g Meadows headed an ex- 
ceptionally strong area showing. 


• Hersey's Maseng occupied fourth with 


8.9 while Chris Freas of Arlington and 
Conant's Jerry Hawkinson survived the 
hot television lights for 8.65's and a tie 
for fifth. Elk Grove's Mike Heiberger 
rounded out the local talent with an 8.4 
for eighth place. 


Horizontal bar belonged'to Evanston's 


Bob Creek who uncorked a 9,3 routine, 
but Sehaumburg's Asle Klemma saved 
his best performance for the finals and 
notched second with a nifty 8.95 set. 


Bill Bosslet of Elk Grove annexed third 


with an 8.9, the 8.85 by Hersey's Ludwig- 
sen was fourth and Jim McBtide of host 
Prospect earned a big cheer for his fifth- 
place tie at 8.7. 


Mike Godawa, the state's defending 


all-around champion 'but slim loser to 


Niles West's Conner in the most-versatile 
gymnast competition, was a half-step' 
behind in seventh with an 8.65. Elk 
Grove's Mike Broderick earned a share 
of ninth with a nifty 8.55 set. 


The Grenadiers of head coach Fred 


Gaines watched Hadley bounce to the top 
of the awards pedestal on trampoline 
with an electrifying 9.2 routine. 


Following the 8.8 and fourth-place ef- 


fort of Hersey's Zasadny was Jim Lo» 
sito's ninth-place 8.45 for Rolling Mead- 
ows. 


Conner earned his second parallel bar 


title hi as many years with an awesome 
9.3 while Meadows' Godawa engineered 


an 8.95 for second. Murphy's 8.8 for Her- 
sey meant a slice of third and Dave 
Niemeyer soared to an 8.75 for a fifth- 
place tie, 


Fremd's Mike Baldocchi ended the 


season in peak form with an 8.65 for sev- 
enth while Prospect's Curt C'ederburg 
was the state's llth best in the event 
with a 7.7. 


Henry of Elk Grove was near-flawless 


during the concluding rings competition 
as his winning score of 9.35 indicates. 
Godawa shared third with a robust 8.95, 
Wheeling's strongman Jim Scott notched 
a tie for eighth with an 8.65 and Bosslet 
of Elk Grove hauled in 12th with an 8.45. 


The all-around competition, which was 


decided after Friday's preliminaries, and 
developed into the anticipated two-horse 
race between Godawa and Conner. 


Bart jumped into an immediate advan- 


tage on the floor, 8.65 to 8.25 and picked 
up a full point on side horse when he hit 
8.6 to Mike's 7.6. 


But Godawa stormed back to horizon- 


tal bar with an 8.65 to 7.55 margin before 
yielding to Conner's meet-high 9.5 to 8.9 
edge on parallel bars.

Hersey survives Prospect charge; 
Huskies move to sectional, 67-64

Hersey High School's basketball team 


has a penchant for doing two things: 
winning regional basketball titles in 
even-numbered years and nipping Pros- 
pect's team. 


Friday night the Huskies were able to 


do both at their own gym, beating the 
Knights 67-64 to advance to the Arlington 
Sectional and play the state's No. 1-rank- 
ed team — Maine South —Wednesday at 
7:30 p.m. 


The victory gave Hersey its third re- 


gional championship in the past five 
tries — 1970, '72 and now '74. Hersey, in 
its Mid-Suburban League crossover game 
with Prospect two weeks ago, beat the 
Knights 52-51. 


Okay, why did Hersey win? Was It

ta? 


It was probably all these plus an amaz- 


ing statistic. Hersey Coach Roger 
Steingraber looked at his stat sheet after 
the game and saw this: no bad passes, 
no fumbles, two violations. 


"Two violations? b that all we had?" 


Steingraber rhetorically asked. The 
Huskies couldn't have had many more 
even if the statistician was sleeping on 
the job. And Hersey couldn't have af- 
forded any more with the way Prospect 
was playing. 


Hersey had opened up a ID-point bulge 


with 2:28 left in the third quarter when 
Prospect, sensing that this was "there's 
no tomorrow" time, started to rally. The 
Knights came out of their zone defense 
and began pressing. The Huskies were 
rattled at the beginning of the fourth 
quarter with this change in tactics and 
baskets by Prospect's Al Black and Paul 
Withey cut the lead to 51-47. 


Hersey seemed to pull away again, but

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Wheeling celebrates 
with impressive win

Perhaps in a throwback to the old 


Mike Owens era, someone upped the 
thermostat Inside Forest View's gymna- 
sium Friday evening. 


Owens used to like It hot. Rumor once 


had It when he coached at Wheeling, that 
they grew winter tomatoes up behind the 
big Scoreboard and the orchids they 
passed out to the mothers at athletic 
banquets were cultivated right behind 
the East wall bleachers.

of their own once they revved up Friday 
though. And by keeping the heat on, they 
were able to blaie past Arlington to their 
second straight regional title 6843 and 
win a date with Evanston in the section- 
als Tuesday night.

Many have heard about Pete Boesen 


and all the wonderful things he does for 
Bernie Brady's No. 1 state ranked Maine 
South 'basketball team. 


Like 27 points, 14 rebounds, four assists 


and four blocked shots on Friday night 
as the Hawks wrapped up their annual 
regional basketball championship.

and 10 assists, said about 6-6 Schmelzer, 
the Hawsk' "other" big man. 


"When people talk about him, they say 


he's not that great, a good ballplayer but 
not an Ellis Files or an Audie Matthews. 
But you come to see him and you're im- 
pressed," Bopp continued. 


"Pete might not score 30 points, but 


he'll get IS points, 10 assists and 10 
rebounds." (And it was Schmelzer, after 
all, who was named tourney MVP over 
Files at the East Aurora holiday classic.)

It was the second quarter when

points Friday night against Notre Dame.

But Schmelzer's true worth was at the 


other end. He led a charged up zone de- 
fense that allowed Notre Dame to con- 
vert just 25-of-68 shots for 37 per cent.

brary District. The results of the poll 
were released Friday night.

Chesterfield

The Wheeling Public Library District 


has long been interested in annexing 
Lake County Buffalo Grove and sur- 
rounding lands included in the village 
master plan. An annexation referendum 
conducted three years ago was unsuc- 
cessful. 


The Vernor? Area Library Committee is 


proposing the creation of a new Vernon 
Area Library District and hoped to in- 
clude the Lake County section of Buffalo 
Grove within Its boundaries. 


THE STRAW poll was an informal sur- 


vey, but both library districts agreed to 
abide by the results in planning its future 
service areas. 


Now that the poll has been conducted, 


the next step is to hold a referendum 
annexing Lake County Buffalo Grove into 
the Wheeling Public Library District. 
Wheeling library officials have said the 
referendum probably will be next fall. It 
will have to be approved by a majority 
of those voting in the area. 


Although about 3,600 Buffalo Grove 


residents are In the area surveyed by the 
NSLS, the two library districts decided to 
poll only those residents holding library 
cards from the Wheeling district, the 
Vernon Committee or the NSLS book- 
mobile. Cardholders were given one vote 
per household. 


Josephone Leonard, Wheeling district 


trustee from Buffalo Grove, following the 
release of the straw poll results said, 
"I'm very happy to see all of Buffalo 
Grove in one library district. This is 
what we had hoped would happen." 


MRS, LEONARD SAID she was not 


surprised at the results, adding, "I felt if 
people wanted quality library service 
right away and not five or 10 years from 
now they would choose the Wheeling 
Public Library District." 


Concerning the outcome of the straw. 


poll, Justin Fishbein, Long Grove chiar- 
man of the Vernon Area Library Com- 
mittee said, "I have no comment on the 
vote in Lake County Buffalo Grove." 


Fishbein, however, said he will abide 


by what was agreed tn concerning the 


outcome of the straw poll. "It was done 
in the most democratic way possible. 
The people in Lake County Buffalo Grove 
voiced their opinions and I will abide by 
that," he said. 


Wheeling library officials said they 


wanted to annex the Lake County section 
of Buffalo Grove to unite the village into 
one district. Vernon committee officials, 
however, argued that because Lake 
County Village residents attend School 
Dist, 98 elementary schools and Steven- 
son High School, persons in that area are 
more oriented toward Vernon Township. 


ACCORDING TO Robert McClarren, 


NSLS systems director, 338 postage-paid 
ballots were mailed two weeks ago to 
Lake County Buffalo Grove residents. He 
said he considered the response by Fri- 
day's deadline "pretty good for a mail- 
ing."

Ballots were counted by representa- 


tives of the Wheeling library district, the 
Vernon committee and the NSLS late 
Friday afternoon. 


In addition to the survey of Buffalo 


Grove residents, a straw poll was con- 
ducted among residents in unincorpo- 
rated Lake County who also are not part 
of any library district. 


Out of 32 families surveyed in the Pe- 


kara and Inverrary subdivisions and the 
area around Chevy Chase Country Club, 
27 said they prefer being a part of a new 
Vernon library district. 


In the Horatio Gardens area, 38 out of 


41 families surveyed also said they would 
rather be in the Vernon district than the 
Wheeling district.

Streaking, the collegiate fad of racing 


in the raw, spread to the Northwest sub- 
urbs over the weekend despite stern 
warnings from some police departments, 


Rolling Meadows, Mount Prospect, Des

weekend. 


The first confirmed Incident occurred 


at Rolling Meadows High School Friday 
when a student dashed through the cafe- 
teria as 400 students and faculty mem- 
bers sat down to lunch. The streaker was 
reportedly wearing only gym shoes and 
a purple ski mask at the time. 


An 18-year-old senior, Robert R. Ver- 


Steegh, 3706 Pheasant Dr., Rolling Mead- 
ows, was later arrested and charged by 
police with "presenting an obscene exhi- 
bition of his body for gain." 


VerSteegh was reportedly paid Si 10 for 


his stunt. The money was collected from 
other students as part of a dare to bring 
the fad to the school. 


WITNESSES SAID the streaker darted 


from a school washroom through the 
north entrance of the cafeteria and out a 
west side exit where he Jumped into a 
waiting car. 


One freshman, 15-year-old Donald Bry- 


rrelson said, "I was in the boys' wash- 
room and this boy came in wearing his 
gym clothes. Someone said to him "What 
were you doing in gym?" and the strea- 
ker replied, "Nothing special. But wait 
till you see what I'm about to do'." 


The boy then reportedly took off his 


clothes and ran out. . 


VerSteegh has been suspended by the 


high school. He was released on $25 bond 
for violating the city's obscenity ordi- 
nance. He faces a maximum fine'of $500 
if convicted. 


William Warner, assistant to the 


Dist. 214 superintendent, said there is no 
policy on streaking, which he termed "a 
rather recent social phenomenon." He 
did say, though, he expected "some sort 
of disciplinary action in these cases." 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. 


Case said that other streakers in this city 
"can be prepared to be booked." 


VERSTEEGH WAS charged under city 


ordinance after the police were told by 
the Cook County, state's attorney's office 
there was no applicable statute on 
streaking. 


Thje incident was just the opening act 


in the area. Friday and Saturday night, 
police in local towns responded to sev- 
eral reports of streaking. 


A 24-year-old Chicago man was ar- 


rested after he streaked through the 
Thunderbird Lanes bowling alley in 
Mount Prospect Friday night. Donald 
Byrne was charged with disorderly con- 
duct and battery after the incident. 
Byrne reportedly struck the manager of 
the bowling alley, David Degelmann. 


Arlington Heights police reported two' 


streaking incidents and a case of undue 
influence from viewing a movie. 


A naked man raced around the parking 


lot of Wayne's Pizza, 1618 W. Northwest 
Hwy. The manager of the restaurant re-

portedly identified the man but did not 
press any charges. 


A juvenile from Mount Prospect ran 


through the Jewel Food Store, Arlington 
Heights and Golf Roads, only to find 
himself in a losing foot race. A customer 
and an employe reportedly chased the 
youth along Golf Road where he was ap- 
prehended. 


THE YOUTH WAS released to his par- 


ents, who brought their son some clothes.

M a r t i n Galantha, assistant public 


works director for Lake County, said Fri- 
day the plant now is capable of handling 
two million gallons of raw sewage a day. 
The expansion would enable it to handle 
eight million gallons a day. 


The plant serves all homes in Lake 


County Buffalo Grove, as- well as Long 
Grove, Riverwoods, parts of Lincolnshire 
and many unincorporated areas. The 
Cook County portion of the village is 
served by the Metropolitan Sanitary Dis- 
trict. 


THE TREATMENT plant, which is on 


Pekara Drive west of Milwaukee Ave- 
nue, was opened last summer. Several 
expansions of the facility are planned 
over the next several years. 


Galantha said Lake County plans even- 


tually to increase the capacity of the 
plant to 32 million gallons a day. The 
expansions will be made as development 
takes place in the 'area. 


The existing plant is capable of han- 


dling sewage from about 20,000 persons. 
The expansion will enable it to serve 
about 80,000 persons. 


Officials said expansion of the plant is 


not urgent at the present time because it 
is receiving only about half the sewage it 
is capable of handling. Village Mgr. Dan- 
iel Larson said Friday, however, ex- 
pansion planned in Lake County within 
the next few years will require a larger 
sewage treatment facility. 


ACCORDING TO Galantha, expansion 


of the plant is contingent on Lake County 


receiving a federal grant for $2.25 mil- 
lion, 75 per cent of the estimated cost. 
The county has applied for the grant and 
is waiting for word from the federal gov- 
ernment, he said. 


The project, Galantha said, has been 


given a high priority by the federal gov- 
ernment, and the county is not anticipat- 
ing any problems in obtaining the mon- 
ey. 


The county is hopeful construction can 


be started by the end of this year and 
completed by fall, 1975, Galantha said. 
"This is what we're shooting for right 
now, but it all depends on when we get 
the federal grant," he said. 


Once the county recei receives a com- 


mitment for funds from the federal go- 
vernment, it will advertise for bids on 
the project. Obtaining bids before the 
grant is approved would make the county 
ineligible for federal money. 


In the meantime, however, the county 


will be preparing engineering plans and 


specifications for the expansion, so there 
will be no delay once the grant is ap- 
proved. 


AT THE TIME the Lake County plant 


was opened, Buffalo Grove's old plant on 
Farrington Drive was closed. The new" 
plant shifted the responsibility of treat- 
ing sewage from the village to Lake 
County. Officials said the old plant was 
operating at near capacity and would not 
have been able to handle developments 
planned in Lake County. 


After the new plant treats the sewage 


it is dumped into the Des Plaines River. 
Officials say the treated sewage is 97 per 
cent free of impurities and is suitable for 
drinking. It is cleaner than the water in 
the river, they added. 


The new plant recently received the 


outstanding engineering accomplishment 
award of 1973 from the Illinois Society o£ 
Professional Engineers. Projects com- 
pleted in Illinois last year were consid- 
ered in the competition. 


State changes road repair plans

skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1972. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area. The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics. It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were in- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a complete waste 
of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 
attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 


she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." ' 


When the polls closed, 
everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one. 


Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper ballots. These the judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 
duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them.

// grand jury shows grounds 
Crane may vote to impeach 


by BOB LAHEY 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, fac- 


ing an obviously hostile audience of some 
120 persons in Arlington Heights Satur- 
day, declared unequivocally that he 
would vote for impeachment of President 
Richard M. Nixon, if a grand jury report 
reveals "grounds for indictment" ... for 
criminal involvement" in the Watergate 
coverup. 


Crane's simple "Yes" response to that 


prepared question drew applause from 
many in the audience at a meeting ar- 
ranged by the Impeach Nixon Committee 
(INC). But he later became the target of 
indignation by many in the audience for 
his refusal to attempt to enter into the 
Congressional Record a document pre- 
pared by INC and labeled "Declaration 
of Impeachment." 


Crane told the audience that he be- 


lieved it to be improper for a member of 
Congress "to lobby his colleagues" for 
any position on impeachment. He pointed 
out that the mail he has received on im- 
peachment is in support of the President 
by a ratio of about 60 to 40 per cent. He 
said that he would not attempt, however, 
to enter the position of either the suppor- 
ters or the attackers of Nixon into the 
Record. 


CRANE DID AGREE to deliver peti- 


tions demanding the impeachment of the 
President to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Jacquelyn Kendall of Palatine, 
who chaired the meeting in the Arlington 
Heights Library, said the petitions con- 
tained somewhat more than 2,000 signa- 
tures of residents of Crane's district. 


At the outset of the meeting, Mrs. 


Kendall asked Crane to respond only 
with yes or no answers to seven pre- 
pared questions. 


Crane answered "yes" to those which 


asked: 


• If he considered the Constitutional 


article providing for impeachment "a vi- 
able Constitutional doctrine." 


• If he agreed that impeachment is 


analagous to a criminal indictment. 


• If he still considered his position on 


impeachment as "absolutely neutral," as 
reported in the Herald on Feb. 1. 


• If he would vote for impeachment if 


the grand jury shows grounds for crimi- 
nal indictment of the President, 


ON TWO OTHER questions, con- 


cerning his interpretation of precedents 
on what constitutes an impeachable of- 
fense, Crane said he could not give a de- 
finitive answer until he was informed 
with what offenses the President could 
be formally charged. 


The seventh question was the request 


to deliver the impeachment petitions to 
the Judiciary Committee, and to enter 
the "Declaration of Impeachment" into 
the Congressional Record. 


In a frequently heated question-and-an- 


swer period that followed, Crane said he 
would consider conducting Ws own poll to 
determine how many of the 600,000 voters 
in his district favored impeachment. But 
he emphasized that he doubted the value 
of such a poll. "What if 100 per cent of 
you say "Impeach," and what if the 
House Judiciary Committee finds no 
g r o u n d s for impeachment?" Crane 
asked. 


CRANE ALSO said repeatedly that if 


the question of his vote on impeachment 
became one of reflecting the views of his 
constituency or of fulfilling his Con- 
stitutional responsibility, he would be 
guided "absolutely" by the Constitution. 


Accused by one questioner of failing to 


carry out the wishes of his constituents, 
Crane declared that he believes he re- 
flects the views of the majority of his 
district, "And when I no longer reflect 
their views, I will be retired from the 
Congress." 


He added later, "If I am to be retired 


from Congress on this single issue, then 
that is simply the price you pay for car- 
rying out your responsibility." 


Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have

and

records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missing ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote. Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically 
disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 
turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said. 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd. 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes cast than ballot 
applications • could 
indicate 
election 


fraud. 


Al Smedley, an elections consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co., printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic." 


"Missing binder cards is a problem." 


said Smedley, noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant. 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said. 


Elections will be streamlined in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems. But Smedley said 
he is "worried about the March 19 
primary.'' One of his worries is voter 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us." 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest. The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application. And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Smedley.

Dennis Argyrajis, C-5 in- 
vestigator in charge of the case, said 
more than half a million photographs —

Argyrajis said. 


POLICE THEN went to Boyer's photo 


studio at 1153 W. Diversey, Chicago, 
where Argyrajis said police found "tor- 
ture and bondage equipment," including 
whips, cages and medieval torture equip- 
ment. The equipment was allegedly used 
to make the movies, according to police. 


Boyer was charged with obscenity, in- 


decent solicitation of a child and failure 
to obtain a Chicago business license. 


Also arrested was Jack Klesert, 47, of

ald why he tipped off the police. "I'm in 
the business to legitimize for adults what 
they should be able to do in sexual en- 
deavors," he said.

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election in a 
typical suburban precinct potentially dis- 
astrous. 


The examination of a single precinct In 


Schaumburg Township for 
the 1072 


primary election disclosed wholesale er- 
ror in the conduct of election day proce- 
dures. Spot checks of nearby suburban 
precincts show the same level of earless- 
nes?. 


In Precinct 34 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split 
since the 1972 primary — the way subur- 
banites cast their votes often was mis- 
interpreted and confused in 
official 


r e c o r d s held in Cook County of- 
fices. 


AMONG THE Herald'? findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are In- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
to voters in the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun-' 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 


• Permanent records, listing the vot- 


Irlg history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 395 per- 
sons who voted In the '72 primary. Some 
o( these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to boohs of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 


are still listed in other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has been split into four new 
precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in anv one of them. 
• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 
though in primary elections such records 
should be kept. Four voters were marked 
as having voted in the wrong party. Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person had 
voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled. Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors. Binder 
cards were misfiled. 


• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated in four cases 
and 


skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1972. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area. The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics. It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were In- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a complete waste 
of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 


attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 
she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day, 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their'training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in 'bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one. 


Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper ballots. These the' judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 


duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them. He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 
Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and 
stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missing ballot 'applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk; in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote. Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically 
disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 


turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said. 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd. 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes cast than ballot 
applications 
could 
indicate 
election 


fraud. 


AT Smedley, an elections" consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co., printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic." 


"Missing binder cards is a problem," 


said Smedley, noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant. 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said. 


Elections will be streamlined,in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems. But Smedley said 
he is "worried about the March 19 
primary." One of his worries is voter, 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us." 
- 
• 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest. The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application. And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Sraedley.

Bus service to stop if RTA issue fails 


The rutted parking lot and faded green 


buses outside told more about the United 
Motor Coach Co. than Friday's statement 
by the firm's officials that service will 
cease if the RTA referendum fails. 


Although its general manager, John- 


Hanck, has several times said the com- 
pany needs a Regional Transportation 
Authority to survive, a special press con-" 
ference was arranged Friday to explain 
the dire situation. 


With only eight days until the March 19 


RTA referendum, United's assistant sec- 
retary-treasurer, Mae Tierney, explained 
the financial picture. She said the com- 
pany lost $300,000 in 1973, although state 
emergency funds and subsidies from sev- 
eral communitie, including Des Plaines, 
reduced that loss to $150,000. 


UNITED HAS been reporting losses 


since 1965 for the family-owned service 
that started in 1895. Service has been cut 
on every line, Mrs. Tierney said Friday, 
as passenger loads have dwindled and 
costs have risen. 


"The RTA would enable us to buy new 


equipment, and would provide some 
money to continue operating," she said, 
although she admitted there is no guar- 
antee that United will get any help a 
11 all. 


At least 50 new buses would be needed, 


she said. The present fleet of 90 includes 
some that d,ate to 1951. Until recently 
there were reports that some of United's 
buses were built in 1946. 


"We'd like to put on more service to 


areas like Arlington Heights," Mrs. Tier- 
ney said. The RTA would provide im- 
proved services that would draw riders 
to the system, she replied when asked 
why riders would come back to the 
routes after they left them in the first 
place. 


UNITED TOOK a step of its own to- 


ward regional transportation in January 
when it announced that transfers would 
be accepted at points where United 
routes intersect the CTA. The buses con- 


tinue to provide daily transportation to 
Chicago, although all night routes were 
dropped last year. 


The buses brought in $1.72 million in 


1973, Mrs. Tierney said, but $1.72 million 
1973, Mrs. Tierney said, but $495,000 of 
that was from the fleet of 55 mini-buses 
the firm uses to transport special educa- 
tion students. That portion of the com- 
pany is profitable, she said, and would 
be maintained even if the public, route 
service is dropped. The reduction would 
still cost most of the Des Plaines-based 
company's 200 employes their jobs, she 


said. 


The City of Des Plaines had considered 


purchasing the company and making it 
public, but city reports indicated it would 
still lose money. The idea was dropped in 
hopes an RTA would fill the gap. 


Mrs. Tierney -said there was no pre- 


diction of how long the bus company 
would last if the RTA is defeated next 
week, but she indicated it would be a 
matter of months. She agreed that if a 
second RTA bill could be passed in No- 
vember, it might still be soon enough to 
save the system.

Two area men charged in porno-sex ring

Two unincorporated Wheeling Town- 


ship residents have been arrested in con- 
nection with an alleged pornography- 
prostitution ring. One of the men alle- 
gedly procured children used for por- 
nographic movies and pictures produced 
by the other man. 


Members of the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police and the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment's C-5 unit arrested Robert Boyer, 
49, in his apartment at 1210 Boxwood 
Dr., in an unincorporated area near 
Mount Prospect, shortly after 4 p.m. 
Thursday. Dennis • Argyrajis, 
C-5 in- 


vestigator in charge of the case, said 
more than half a million photographs — 
many of and 5-year-old boys engaged in 
sexual activities — were found in Boyer's 
apartment. 


"He had a special room for the stuff," 


Argyrajis said. 
' POLICE THEN went to Boyer's photo 
studio at 1153 W. Diversey, Chicago, 
where Argyrajis said police found "tor- 
ture and bondage equipment," including 
whips, cages and medieval torture equip- 
ment. The equipment was allegedly used 


to make the movies, according to police. 


Boyer was charged with obscenity, in- 


decent solicitation of a child and failure 
to obtain a Chicago business license. 


Also arrested was Jack Klesert, 47, of 


16 E. Willow Rd., also in an unincorpo- 
rated area near Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling. According to Argyrajis, Kle- 
sert operated an alleged prostitution ring 
from his apartment. Klesert was charged 
with obscenity, being a keeper of a house 
of prostitution 
and felony pandering. 


Both will appear April 2 in the Niles 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Argyrajis said, "Boyer would contact 


another guy in Wheeling (Klesert) and 
tell him what he needed." The proce- 
dure, Argyrajis said, would be for Kle- 
sert to obtain the children and "hold an 
orgy" and then the photographers would 
be called in. 


IN ALL, some 100 children were alle- 


gedly used in the photographs and mov- 
ies. Argyrajis said it was not known yet 
where the children were from but efforts 
are being made to track down each child 
and to contact then- parents. Police were 
sorting the pictures on Friday. 


Boyer allegedly distributed the "hard- 


core" pornography direct to'bis clients 
and the "soft-core stuff" was delivered 
by mail, Argyrajis said. He added that 
this alleged method of operation had the 
postal authorities, who also were in- 
volved in the investigation, "baffled" for 
some time. 


Boyer was under investigation for at 


least six months, police said. The tip on 
the alleged pornographic activity was 
given to police by Harold Rubin, owner 
of Weird Harold's Book Store on Wabash 
Avenue in Chicago. 


Rubin, who himself deals in the sale of 


explicit sexual materials, told The Her- 
ald why he tipped off the.police. "I'm in 
the business to legitimize for adults what 
they should be able to do in sexual en- 
deavors," he said. "I want to stress the 
'adult' part." 


But Rubin, a father himself, added, "I 


have to draw the line when someone at- 
tempts to involve children." He said that 
when children appear in pornographic 
material it "affects children's minds —-it 
induces a child to become deviant. 
.

Federal subsidy approved 
for senior housing plan

Nearly one-third of the proposed senior 


citizens housing project will be available 
to low-income persons older than 60 at 
rents ranging from $60 to $116, if village 
officials approve. 


Eugene Callahan, vice president of M. 


Myers Associates. Inc.. project devel- 
opers, told the village plan commission 
last week that he had received approval 
for government rent subsidies on 80 units 
in the 300-unit building. 


Callahnn had resubmittetl a request for 


federal subsidizing to the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
through the Illinois Housing Development 
Authority, asking for Increases because 
of soaring construction costs. 


CALLAHAN HAD already received the 


promise from IHDA that 100 units in the 
building would receive federal money In 
the form of a low-Interest mortgage. The 
mortgage, subsidized by HUD 
funds, 


would enable Callahan to charge lesser 


rents in the building. IHDA distributes 
HUD money to qualified developers. 


Callahan's new application, however, 


turned into a bonanza for Elk Grove se- 
nior citizens. IHDA received approval to 
subsidize 200 units in the building with 
HUD money. Another 80 units will be 
doubly subsidized by HUE on a monthly 
basis allowing rents ranging between $60 
and $116. 


The other 180 subsidized units will rent 


on a sliding scale according to a person's 
income. A resident would pay no more 
than one-fourth of his total monthly in- 
come for rent in these units. 


The remaining 100 units in the building 


would rent for about $165-$175 a month 
for efficiencies and $200-$210 a month for 
one-bedrooms. 


CALLAHAN ALSO told the commission 


he is shooting for an April groundbreak- 
ing for the project and expects it to be 
completed within 15 months of 
the 


groundbreaking. 


Callahan has two official steps to take 


before the project can begin. He must 
first seek approval of the completed plat 
from the plan commission and then go 
before the village board of trustees. The 
trustees must pass a resolution allowing 
the low-income housing and approving 
the entire project. 


The $4.5 million project will be located 


on a 17-acre tract on Arlington Heights 
Road near the Grove Shopping Center. 
The apartments would be efficiency and 
one-bedroom units only. 


THE VILLAGE housing commission, 


which at one point objected to the project 
because of its design, now supports the 
project completely, according to Cathy 
Douba, chairman. A letter will be sent to 
the village board voicing that approval, 
she said. 


Leah Cummins of the village plan com- 


mission said that body is also expected 
to approve the project. "It looks like it 
will get the green light all the way," she 
said.

Area men charged 
in porno-sex ring

Two unincorporated Wheeling Town- 


ship residents have been arrested.in con- 
nection with an. alleged pornography- 
prostitution ring. One of the men alle- 
gedly procured children used for por- 
nographic movies and pictures produced 
by the other man. 


Members of the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police and the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment's C4 unit arrested Robert Boyer, 
49, in his apartment at 1210 Boxwood 
Dr., 
in an unincorporated area near 


Mount Prospect, shortly after 4 p.m. 
Thursday. Dennis Argyrajls, C-5 in- 
vestigator In charge of the case, said 
more than half a million photographs - 
many of and 5-year-old boys engaged in 
sexual activities - were found in Beyer's 
apartment. 


"He had a special room for the stuff," 


Argyrajls said, 


POLICE THEN went to Beyer's photo 


studio at 11S3 W, Diversey, Chicago, 
where Argyrajls said police found "tor- 
ture and bondage equipment," including 
whips, cages and medieval torture equip- 
ment. The equipment was allegedly used 
to make the movies, according to police. 


Boyer was charged with obscenity, in- 


decent solicitation of a child and failure 
to obtain a Chicago business license. 


Also arrested was Jack Klesert, 47, of 


16 E. Willow Rd., also in an unincorpo- 
rated area near Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling. According to Argyrajis, Kle- 
sert operated an alleged prostitution ring 
from his apartment. Klesert was charged 
with obscenity, being a keeper of a house 
of prostitution and felony pandering,

MRS. 
Hannon suggested the school 


board should seek a change in the RTA 
legislation, eliminating the eminent do- 
main provision as it applies to publicly- 
owned land. She noted a newspaper ref- 
erence to the provision as a "bogey 
man," 
and said 
regional 
planning 


agencies have failed to take issue with it. 


Brenda Pulla, chairman of the board's 


legislative committee which recommend- 
ed opposing RTA, agreed the school 
board would have no reason to fight the 
'referendum if the eminent domain clause 
had been dropped. That clause was the 
only issue permitted in committee dis- 
cussion, she said. 


Bonnie Rudd, board president, said the 


eminent domain clause is not likely to be 
dropped later, if RTA is approved now. 
"Authority once given a governmental 
agency is seldom relinquished," he said, 
adding, "You grant authority based on 
trust. I find it easier not to trust."

If grand jury shows grounds 
Crane may vote to impeach

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, fac- 


ing an obviously hostile audience of some 
120 persons in Arlington Heights Satur- 
day, declared 
unequivocally that he 


would vote for impeachment of President 
Richard M. Nixon, if a grand jury report 
reveals "grounds for indictment" ... for 
criminal involvement" in the Watergate 
coverup. 


Crane's simple "Yes" response to that 


prepared question drew applause from 
many in the audience at a meeting ar- 
ranged by the Impeach Nixon Committee 
(INC). But he later became the target of 
indignation by many in the audience for 
his refusal to attempt to enter into the 
Congressional Record a document pre- 


pared by INC and labeled "Declaration 
of Impeachment." 


Crane told the audience that he be- 


lieved it to be improper for a member of 
Congress "to lobby his colleagues" for 
any position on impeachment. He pointed 
out that the mail he has received on im- 
peachment is in support of the President 
•by a ratio of about 60 to 40 per cent. He 
said that he would not attempt, however, 
to enter the position of either the suppor- 
ters or the attackers of Nixon into the 
Record, 


CRANE DID AGREE to deliver peti- 


tions demanding the impeachment of the 
President to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Jacquelyn Kendall of Palatine, 
who chaired the meeting in the Arlington 
Heights Library, said the petitions con- 
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tained somewhat more than 2.000 signa- 
tures of residents of Crane's district. 


At the outset of the meeting, Mrs. 


Kendall asked Crane to respond only 
with yes or no answers to seven pre- 
pared questions. 


Crane answered "yes" to those which 


asked:

• If he considered the Constitutional 


article providing for impeachment "a vi- 
able Constitutional doctrine." 


• If he agreed that impeachment is 


analagous to a criminal indictment. 


• If he still considered his position on 


impeachment as "absolutely neutral," as 
reported in the Herald on-Feb. 1.

Theie was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in

"jibed," said Mrs Halpin, who was sui- 
prised theie were no mistakes when

Errors, theft, poorly trained judges hamper elections 


Suburbia gncs to thp polls — and some- 


llmi'i It tlorsn't count. Errors, poorly 
trained election judges, thefts from the 
comity records, all conspire to affect the 
\ntps cast In primary elections. Two Her- 
ald reporters have taken a close look at 
a selected preelnct In Schatimbiirg Town- 
ship. The precinct, typically new stihiir. 
him. Is similar to many new voting areas 
in the Northwest suburbs. Our exam- 
ination of the precinct centers on the re. 
stilts of the 1072 primary election. Anoth- 
er primary election is coming again, one 
week from tomorrow.

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election in a 
typical suburban precinct potentially dis- 
astrous. 


The examination of a single precinct in 


Schaumbtirg 
Township for 
the 1972 


primary election disclosed wholesale er- 
ror in the conduct of election day proce- 
dures. Spot checks of nearby suburban 
precincts show the same level of earless- 
ness. 


In Precinct .14 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split 
since the 1972 primary — the way subur- 
banites cast their votes often was mis- 
interpreted 
and 
confused 
In 
official 


r e c o r d s held in Cook County of- 
fices 


AMONG THE Herald's findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are in- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
10 voters in the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 


• Permanent records, listing the vot- 


ing history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 395 per- 
sons who voted in the '72 primary. Some 
of these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to books of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 


are still listed in other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has. been split into four new 
precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in any one of them. 


• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 
though in primary elections such records 
should be kept. Four voters were marked ; 
as having voted In the wrong party. Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person 
had 


voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled. Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors. Binder 
cards were misfiled. 


• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated in 
four cases and 


skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1872. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area. The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics. It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were in- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a complete waste 
of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual," The other three judges did not 


attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 
she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one. 


Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper 
ballots. These the judges 


voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 


duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them. He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 
Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and 
stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missing ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically 
disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 


turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said. 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd. 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes cast than ballot 
applications 
could 
indicate 
election 


fraud. 


Al Smedley, an elections 
consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co , printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic." 


"Missing binder cards is a problem," 


said Smedley, noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant. 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said. 


Elections will be streamlined in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems But Smedley said 
he is "worried about the March 19 
primary " One of his worries is voter 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us." 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application. And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Smedley.

determine how many of the 600,000 voters 
in his district favored impeachment. But 
be emphasized that he doubted the value 
of such a poll. "What if 100 per cent of 
you say "Impeach," and what if the 
House Judiciary Committee finds no 
g r o u n d s for impeachment?" Crane 
asked. 


CRANE ALSO said repeatedly that if 


the question of his vote on impeachment 
became one of reflecting the views of his 
constituency or of fulfilling his Con- 
stitutional responsibility, he would be 
guided "absolutely" by the Constitution. 


Accused by one questioner of failing to 


carry out the wishes of his constituents, 
Crane declared that he believes he re- 
flects the views of the majority of his 
district, "And when I no longer reflect 
their views, I will be retired from the 
Congress." 


He added later, "If I am to be retired 


from Congress on this single issue, then 
that is simply the price you pay for car- 
rying out your responsibility."

More than $1 million worth of park im- 


provements, 
including 
tennis 
courts, 


sidewalks and a miniature golf course 
are part of the proposed comprehensive 
plan for the Rolling Meadows Park Dis- 
trict. 


It also includes an estimated $22.000 


grass seeding program and an estimated 
$t.ono nursery. No tax increase for'the 
park district is being considered at this 
time, board president Raymond Neuk- 
ranz said. The money will come from the 
district's regular operating budget as it 
is available, he said, The park improve- 
ments are planned during a five year pe- 
riod. 


The plan will likely be submitted to the

WITNESSES SAID the streaker darted 


from a school washroom through the 
north entrance of the cafeteria and out a 
west side exit where he jumped into a 
waiting car,

Rep. Crane 
may vote 
to impeach

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, fac- 


ing an obviously hostile audience of some 
120 persons in Arlington Heights Satur- 
day, 
declared unequivocally that he 


would vote for impeachment of President 
Richard M. Nixon, if a grand jury report 
reveals "grounds for indictment'' ... for 
criminal involvement" in the Watergate 
coverup. 


Crane's simple "Yes" response to that 


prepared question drew applause from 
many in the audience at a meeting ar- 
ranged by the Impeach Nixon Committee 
(INC). But he later became the target of 
indignation by many in the audience ior 
his refusal to attempt to enter into the 
Congressional Record a document pre- 
pared by INC and labeled "Declaration 
of Impeachment." 


Crane told the audience that he be- 


lieved it to be improper for a member of 
Congress "to lobby his colleagues" for 
any position on impeachment. He pointed 
out that the mail he has received on im- 
peachment is in support of the President 
by a ratio of about 60 to 49 per cent. He 
said that he would not attempt, however, 
to enter the position of either the suppor- 
ters or the attackers of Nixon into the 
Record. 


CRANE DID AGREE to deliver peti- 


tions demanding the impeachment of the 
President to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Jacquelyn Kendall of Palatine, 
who chaired the meeting in the Arlington 
Heights Library, said the petitions con- 
tained somewhat more than 2,000 signa- 
tures of residents of Crane's district. 


At the outset of the meeting, Mrs. 


Kendall asked Crane to respond only 
with yes or no answers to seven pre- 
pared questions. 


Crane answered "yes" to those which 


asked: 


• If he considered the Constitutional 


article providing for impeachment "a vi- 
able Constitutional doctrine." 


• If he agreed that impeachment is 


analagous to a criminal indictment. 


• If he still considered his position on 


impeachment as "absolutely neutral," as 
reported in the Herald on Feb. 1. 


• If he would vote for impeachment if 


the grand Jury shows grounds for crimi- 
nal indictment of the President.

Report says firefighters 
'overworked 


Failure by Rolling Meadows officials to 


hire additional firemen requested by the 
department may have a "demoralizing" 
effect on city firefighters, according to a 
report from Fire Chief Thomas Fogarty. 


The report, reviewed by the city coun- 


cil fire committee Thursday, said (he de- 
partment's 18 full-time firemen are cur- 
rently performing beyond normal capabi- 
lity out of loyalty to the city, but contin- 
uation of the workload demand may have 
a "demoralizing" effect on the men. 


The statement came as part of the re- 


port, which strongly urges the fire com- 
mittee to recommend to the city council 
the hiring of 21 additional firemen.'The 
additional men were requested by Fogar- 
ty as part of his budget priorities. 


THE ADDITIONAL men would provide 


seven more men on each of three shifts. 
The manpower increase would more than 
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double the department's size from 18 to 
39 men. 


A tentative 1975 budget for the city 


does not now call for the hiring of the 
additional men. The department's most 
recent manpower increa.se took place 
last year when six additional men were 
hired, bringing the department total to 18 
full-time firemen. 


The six were hired as part of terms 


agreed to by the city and the fire depart- 
ment when the department became part 
of the city administration on Jan. 1,1973. 


Volunteers also are used by the depart- 


ment. 


Fogarty's report said the additional 


men are needed to provide proper fire 
protection coverage for the city. 


A L D . THOMAS SCANLAN (2nd), 


chairman of the fire committee, objected 
vigorously to the report's statement that 
firemen may be "demoralized."

"You don't just quadruple your depart- 


ment," he said. "To me that means the 
department we have now isn't worth a 
darn, and I know that isn't true." 


He added the extra men could not be 


hired without increasing taxes. He pre- 
dicted the hiring would mean a possible 
doubling of the 40-cent per $100 assessed 
valuation rate which the city now levies 
for fire protection. 


Scanlan said the present fire levy is 


not sufficient to finance the fire depart- 
ment's needs and that supplemental 
funds are 'provided by surplus city reve- 
nue. 


"I think we will make strides in the 


fire department, but you can't ask the 
taxpayers to take on this kind of in- 
crease," he said. 


BUT FIREMAN William Schmidt, Lt. 


Roger Mueller and Lt. Ted Loesch said 
the men do not believe their present 


numbers are adequate to provide the 
kind of initial response to a fire call that 
is required. 


"Maybe the word that should be used 


is frustrating," Scanlan said. "Demora- 
lizing would mean a man is mentally not 
'psyched up' to do his job and I don't 
think that is the case in our fire depart- 
ment." 


Schmidt said firemen will give the 


same amount of effort with or without 
the extra man, but he said the city would 
be better served with the larger depart- 
ment. 


"It's for the people of Rolling Mead- 


ows," he said. "It means we can serve 
them better." 


Further budget recommendations have 


yet to be prepared by City Mgr. James 
Watson. Final action on all budget 
requests, however, will rest with the city 
council.

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Study of selected precinct reveals faultsr 
Errors, theft, poorly trained judges hamper elections 


Suburbia goes to the polls — and dome- 


times It rtorsn't count, Errors, poorly 
trained election judges, thefts from the 
county records, all conspire to affect the 
votes cast In primary elections. Two Her- 
ald reporters have taken a close look at 
a selected precinct in Schaumburg Town- 
ship. The precinct, typically new subiir. 
ban. Is similar to many new voting areas 
in the Northwest suburbs. Our exam- 
ination of the precinct centers on the re- 
sults of the 1D72 primary election. Anoth- 
er primary election is coming again, one 
week from tomorrow.

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election in a 
typical suburban precinct potentially dis- 
astrous. 


The examination of a single precinct In 


Schaumburg Township for the 1972 
primary election disclosed wholesale er- 
ror in the conduct of election day proce- 
dures Spot checks of nearby suburban 
precincts show the same level of earless- 
ness. 


In Precinct 34 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split 
since the 1972 primary — the way subur- 
banites cast their votes often was mis- 
interpreted and confused in 
official 


r e c o r d s held in Cook County of- 
fices 


AMONG THE Herald's findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are In- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
10 voters In the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 


• Permanent records, listing the vot- 


ing history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 305 per- 
sons who voted in the "72 primary. Some 
of these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to books of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 


are still listed in other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has been split into four new 
precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in any one of them 


• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 
though in primary elections such records 
should be kept. Four voters were marked 
as having voted in the wrong party- Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person ^iad 
voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled. Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors Binder 
cards were misftled. 


•• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated in four cases and 
skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1972. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high, 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were in- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a complete waste 
of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 


attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 
she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got 'over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs 
Mazu- 


rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one 


Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper ballots. These the judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 


duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 
Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and 
stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try 


The missing ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican Voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 


turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er m special primaries, he said 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes cast than ballot 
applications 
could 
indicate 
election 


fraud 


Al Smedley, an elections consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co . printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic " 


"Missing binder cards is a problem," 


said Smedley, noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said 


Elections will be streamlined in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems But Smedley said 
he is "won led about the March 19 
primary " One of his worries is voter 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us" 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Smedley. 


School bus drivers hit 
discipline-slip policy 


Palatine-Rolling Meadows Dist. 15 bus 


drivers said they think an ad hoc com- 
mittee recently formed to investigate the 
problem of discipline on school buses will 
be helpful, but add that they are con- 
cerned about one aspect of the proposed 
study 


"I think that with the committee we 


will resolve some of the problem here," 
said Helen Mueller, one of the bus driv- 
ers who will be a member of the ad hoc 
committee. 


The committee will be composed of 


district administrators, school principals, 
bus drivers and several PTA safety 
chairmen. 


The aspect the drivers are concerned 


about is the idea of investigating drivers 
who turn In a large number of discipline 
slips. Discipline slips are the forms filled 
out if a youngster misbehaves on a 
school bus, These forms are sent to the 
school principals. 


ONE BUS DRIVER Friday said that 


she thought the idea was indirectly ac- 
cusing the bus drivers of being respon- 
sible for any discipline problems. Others 
said they were afraid of turning in the 
slips because they might be considered 
Incompetent. 


"There are a lot of girls who depend on 


this job," said one driver 


Deputy Supt Joseph Kiszka said that 


the committee is simply investigating all 
aspects of the problem, in an attempt to 
solve any discipline difficulties. 
He 


added that bus drivers are involved in 
the study. 


The committee also will determine the 


need for changing current procedures; 
evaluating student punishments for mis- 
behavior on buses; see that policies are 
followed uniformly throughout the dis- 
trict; establish ways of informing stu- 
dents, parents and drivers of policies and 
safety rules and see if complaints have 
Increased over the last year.

walks, an open shelter, additional drink- 
ing fountains, park benches, bleachers, 
playground design and improvement and 
a concession stand. 


• Campbell Street Park is scheduled 


for only $23,300 of improvements since 
several additional items of equipment 
were also put in this year, Neuckranz 
said. Included for Campbell street are 
playground design, asphalt walks, picnic 
tables, benches, bleachers and ball field 
improvement. 


• A possible $800,000 worth of improve- 


ments may be made in the Sports Com- 
plex area. This would include a possible 
$500,000 for enclosing the swimming pool, 
which bord members indicated was an 
unlikely expenditure. "For $500,000, you 
could build another pool," Neuckranz 
said. 


Another $250,000 is slated for a studio 


rink, which was at one time considered 
necessary for the ice arena, but because 
of decreasing participation in public 
skating may not be instituted. A study 
begun several years ago to determine the 
need for the studio rink was dropped. 


THE REST OF the possible $800,000 ex- 


penditure includes a new pool filter, ad- 
ditional locker rooms, a concession stand 


and rental building and a mobil recrea- 
tion unit. 


The estimated $22,000 seeding program 


includes the first two years of heavy 
seeding, fertilization and weed control. 
About 50 pounds of grass seed' will be 
sown per acre. The park district has 90 
acres of land, about 360 average Rolling 
Meadows lots. 


After the first two years, approximate- 


ly $5,000 per year will be spent to keep 
up' the program. The estimated figures 
are based on discussions with suppliers 
and may change as prices increase. 


The estimated $1,000 cost for starting a 


nursery on the west side of the adminis- 
tration 'building, would include about 400 
saplings, 200 evergreens and another 200 
flowering 
shrubs, 
Maintenance costs 


could run another $525 per year. The 
first crop is estimated to be ready for 
transplanting in three years, according 
to the plan. 


The trees and shrubs would be used to 


beautify the district's parks, according to 
a scheme laid out several years ago, ac- 
cording to the discussion Thursday night. 


The plan was developed by the park

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Study of selected precinct reveals faulty 
Errors, theft, poorly trained judges hamper elections 


Suburbia jsnes In the polls — and some- 


times it doesn't count. Errors, poorly 
trained election judges, thefts from the 
county records, all conspire to affect the 
votes cast In primary elections. Two Her- 
ald reporters have taken a close look at 
a selected precinct In Schaiimburg Town- 
ship. The precinct, typically new suhiir- 
ban, Is similar to many new voting areas 
In the Northwest suburbs. Our exam- 
ination of the precinct centers on the re- 
suits of the 1072 primary election. Anoth- 
er primary election Is coming again, one 
week from tomorrow,

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election In a 
typical suburban precinct potentially dis- 
astrous. 


The examination of a single precinct in 


Schaumburg Township for the 1972 
primary election disclosed wholesale er- 


ror in the conduct of election day proce- 
dures. Spot checks of nearby suburban 
precincts show the same level of earless- 
ness. 


In Precinct 34 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split 
since the 1972 primary — the way subur- 
banites cast their votes often was mis- 
interpreted 
and confused in 
official 


r e c o r d s held in Cook County of- 
fices. 


AMONG THE Herald's findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are in- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
10 voters in the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 
. • Permanent records, listing the vot- 
ing history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 395 per- 
sons who voted in the '72 primary. Some 
of these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to books of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 


are still listed in other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has been split into four new" 


precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in any one of them. 


• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 
though in primary elections such records 
should be kept. Four voters were marked 
as having voted in the wrong party. Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person had 
voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled. Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors. Binder 
cards were misfiled. 


• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated 
in 
four 
cases and 


skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1972. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area. The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 


apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics; It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were in- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a complete waste 
of time;' that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 
attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 
she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit-

Not contacted, by State's Attorney 
Schaumburg Public Works 
head admits taking gifts 


.1 C. Smith, Schaumburg Supt. of Pub- 


lic. Works admitted Saturday that he has 
accepted "gimmicks" from chemicals 
suppliers now being investigated by Cook 
County State's Atty. Bernard Carey. 


But Smith, who Is at home recuper- 


ating from recent surgery, told The Her- 
ald he has not been "contacted or ques- 
tioned" by anyone from Carey's office. 


"They all offer premiums of some 


type. Yes, I have accepted small things 
like fountain pens and pencils," Smith 
said, But he said he has never accepted 
"anything big" like a color television set 
or refrigerator. 


He said that the village now purchases 


most of these supplies from Post Hard- 
ware, Chicago, "because we get better 
prices and the owner lives in Schaum- 
burg so he often gives us same-day deliv- 
ery,"

confirmed 


frequent village purchases from United 
Laboratories, 
Addlson. and Madison 


Chemicals. Franklin Park, over the past 
three years.

Village records indicate regular pur- 


chases of chemicals and cleaning sup- 
plies, which averaged about $1,000 per 
month from United Laboratories,, and 
smaller, less frequent payouts to Madi- 
son Chemicals from early1 1970 through 
mid-1973. 


Records of these firms and a number 


of other chemical companies have been 
subpoenaed and indictments against as 
many as 24 suburban officials may be 
returned by a Cook County grand jury 
within the next week, according to 
sources in Carey's office. 


Indictments are expected to include at 


least one Schaumburg official and in- 
volve alleged kickbacks in the form of 
merchandise certificates, cash or U.S. 
Savings Bonds by persons responsible for 
buying chemical supplies for villages, 
townships, schools and other tax-sup- 
ported agencies. 


SCHAUMBURG MAYOR Robert 0. At- 


cher said he has been advised by counsel 
to withhold comment until direct infor- 
mation is received from Carey's office. 


But Atcher said that village records have 
not been subpoenaed, although several 
months ago the States Attorney did 
request a list of vendors used by the vil- 
lage; 


Former Schaumburg Township High- 


way Comr. Ralph E. Wilkening in 
January pleaded guilty to seven charges 
. of official misconduct in connection with 
accepting Sears Roebuck & Co. merchan- 
dise certificates sent to him by Cole 
Chemical Co., St. Louis, following 
purchases of township weed control ma- 
terials. 


Wilkening, 37, of Nerge Road, unin-

Streaking, the collegiate (ad of racing 


In the raw, spread to the Northwest sub- 
urbs over the weekend despite stern 
warnings from some police departments, 


Rolling Meadows, Mount Prospect, Des 


Plainer, Arlington Heights and the Wood- 
field Mail were all steaked over the 
weekend. 


The first confirmed incident occurred 


at Rolling Meadows High School Friday 
when a student dashed through the cafe- 
teria as 400 students and faculty mem- 
bers sat down to lunch. The streaker was 
reportedly wearing only gym shoes and 
a purple ski mask at the time. 


An 18-year-old senior, Robert R. Ver- 


Steegh, 3706 Pheasant Dr., Rolling Mead- 
ows, was later arrested and charged by 
police with "presenting an obscene exhi- 
bition of his body for gain." 


VerSteegh. was reportedly paid $110 for 


his stunt, The money was collected from 
other students as part of a dare to bring 
the fad to the school. 


WITNESSES SAID the streaker darted 


from a school washroom through the 
north entrance of the cafeteria and out a 
west side exit where he jumped into a 
waiting car. 


One freshman, 15-year-old Donald Bry- 


nelson said, "I was in the boys' wash- 
room and this boy came in wearing his 
gym clothes, Someone said to him "What 
were you doing in gym?" and the strea- 
ker replied, "Nothing special. But wait 
till you see what I'm about to do'." 


The boy then reportedly took off his 


clothes and ran out. 


VerSteegh has been suspended by the 


high school. He was released on $25 bond 
for violating the city's obscenity, ordi- 
nance.

If convicted,

Schools urge 
voters to 
reject RTA 


Residents and PTA leaders in Schaum- 


burg Township will be encouraged to 
vote against the Regional Transportation 
Authority (RTA) referendum March 19 
by the Dist. 54 Board of Education. 


The board last week voted to oppose 


the referendum because an eminent do- 
main provision would permit the RTA to 
condemn and acquire school property. 
The district's newsletter will explain the 
position to residents, and the PTAs will 
be encouraged to gain support from their 
members. 


Opposition was not unanimous. Board 


members Bonnie Hannon and Arlene 
Czajkowski voted against the resolution, 
and Mrs.

Board 
member Adam Jelen abstained. 


MRS. 
Hannon suggested the school 


board should seek a change in the RTA 
legislation, eliminating the eminent do- 
main provision as it applies to publicly- 
owned land. She noted a newspaper ref- 
erence to the provision as a "bogey 
man,"

said 
regional 
planning 


agencies have failed to take issue with it. 


Brenda Pulla, chairman (* the board's 


legislative committee which recommend- 
ed opposing RTAj agreed the school 
board would have no reason to fight the 
referendum if the eminent domain clause 
had been dropped. That clause was the 
only issue permitted in committee dis- 
cussion, she said. 


Donnie Rudd, board president, said the 


eminent domain clause is not likely to be 
dropped later, if RTA is approved now. 
"Authority once given a governmental 
agency is seldom relinquished," he said, 
adding, "You grant authority based on 
trust. I find it easier not to trust."

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If grand jury shows grounds 
Crane may vote to impeach

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, fac- 


ing an obviously hostile audience of some 
120 persons in Arlington Heights Satur- 
day, declared unequivocally that he 
would vote for impeachment of President 
Richard M. Nixon, if a grand jury report 
reveals "grounds for indictment" . . . for 
criminal involvement" in the Watergate 
coverup. 


Crane's simple "Yes" response to that 


prepared question drew applause from 
many in the audience at a meeting ar- 
ranged by the Impeach Nixon Committee 
(INC). But he later became the target of 
indignation by many in the audience for 
his refusal to attempt to enter into the 
Congressional Record a-document pre- 
pared by INC and labeled "Declaration 
of Impeachment." 


Crane told the audience that he be- 


lieved it to be improper for a member of 
Congress "to lobby his colleagues" for 
any position on impeachment. He pointed 
out that the mail he has received on im- 
peachment is in support of the President 
by a ratio of about 60 to 40 per cent. He 
said that he would not attempt, however, 
to enter the position of either the suppor- 
ters or the attackers of Nixon kto the 
Record. . 


CRANE DID AGREE to deliver peti- 


tions demanding the impeachment of the 
President to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Jacquelyn Kendall of Palatine, 
who chaired the meeting in the Arlington 
Heights Library, said the petitions con- 
tained somewhat more than 2,000 signa- 
tures of residents of Crane's district. 


At the outset of the meeting, Mrs. 


Kendall asked Crane to respond only 
with yes or no answers to seven pre- 
pared questions. 


Crane answered "yes" to those which 


asked: 


• If he considered the Constitutional 


article providing for impeachment "a vi- 
able Constitutional doctrine." 


• If he agreed that impeachment is 


analagous to a criminal indictment. 


• If he still considered his position on 


impeachment as "absolutely neutral," as 
reported in the Herald on Feb. 1. 


• If he would vote for impeachment if 


the grand Jury shows grounds for crimi- 
nal indictment of the President, 


ON 
TWO OTHER questions, con- 


cerning his interpretation of precedents 
on what constitutes an impeachable of- 
fense, Crane said he could not give a de- 
finitive answer until he was informed 
with what offenses the' President could 
be formally charged. 


The seventh question was the request 


to deliver the impeachment petitions to 
the Judiciary Committee, and to enter 
the "Declaration of Impeachment" into 
the Congressional Record. 


In a frequently heated question-and-an- 


swer period that followed, Crane said he 
would consider conducting His own poll to 
determine how many of the 600,000 voters 
in his district favored impeachment. But 
he emphasized that he doubted the value 
of such a poll "What if 100 per cent of 
you say "Impeach," and what if the 
House Judiciary Committee finds no 
g r o u n d s for impeachment?" Crane 
asked 


CRANE ALSO said repeatedly that if 


the question of his vote on impeachnient 
became one of reflecting the views of his 
constituency or of fulfilling his Con- 
stitutional responsibility, he would be 
guided "absolutely" by the Constitution. 


Accused by one questioner of failing to 


carry out the wishes of his constituents, 
Crane declared that he believes he re- 
flects the views of the majority of his 
district, "And when I no longer reflect 
their views, I will be retired from the 
Congress." 


He added later, "If I am to be retired 


from Congress on this single issue, then 
that is simply the price you pay for car- 
rying out your responsibility."

ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas. who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found It "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 


doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs, Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


Committeemen blame judges' 
carelessness for errors 


B o t h Schaumburg Township com- 


mittemen concede carelessness is prob- 
ably the biggest factor in election judges' 
errors, but neither believes the laxity af- 
fects the overall outcome of an election. 


Republican Committeman Donald L. 


Totten does not find mistakes identified 
in The Herald investigation surprising. 
He said 500 such errors could probably 
be found In any Illinois township. It is a 
m a t t e r of c a r l e s s n e s s or in- 
attentatlveness and inadequate training, 
he said. 


While Democratic Committeman John 


F. Morrissey agrees there Is "no evi- 
dence of Intention to inaccurately reflect 
the vote." he does not feel there's any 
valid excuse for election judges' appar- 
ent negligence. "There are enough judg- 
es and each judge deals with only one 
voter at a time," Morrissey commented. 


But both achnowledge the possible ef- 


fect on future rights of voters. 


FOR EXAMPLE. Republicans hold a 


village convention in Hoffman Estates 
and either a Democratic voting record or 
no primary voting record could dis- 
enfranchise a convention voter there. 


But, the Republican Organization of 


Schaumburg Township (ROOST) builds 
in a safeguard in requiring that con- 
vention delegates must either have cast 
party ballots in the last primary or be 
members of ROOST. 


Morrissey cited party membership as 


a requisite for signing candidates nomi- 
nating petitions. He suggested inaccurate 
voting records could bar a person from 
signing petitions. 


But neither Totten nor Morrissey feel 


they can afford to be selective when it 
comes to recruiting election judges. 


Totten delegates the job to his precinct 


captains but says it Is mandatory that a 
judge be a member of his local organiza- 
tion. 


In each of the township's 53 precincts, 


the Republican Party must provide three 
election judges and the Democrats need 
two. 


. MORRISSEY PREFERS to handle 
judge selection himself. And the county 
relies on his expertise as the highest 
ranking Democratic official to arrange 
for all local polling places. 


"You'd be surprised at the number of 


women we harass to be election judges," 
said Totten, noting that often judges re- 
fuse to repeat the ordeal after once 
serving a 12-hour stint at the polls. 


"Sure the problem is in getting enough 


judges. We have some trouble but I think 
it's common to both parties," said Mor- 
rissey. 


He said some people consider the job 


prestigluos "and some women even con- 
sider it a social event." 


But both committemen see it as a long 


day ... 
one that often stretches far be- 


yond the 12 hours the polls are open to 
the public. 


The pay ($45 for judges who have 


"graduated" from the county training 
school, $35 for those who are untrained is 
not outstanding they agree, and say 
"most judges do not take on the task for 
money." 


WORK CAN BE tedious and boring if 


the vote is light. If there is a heavy turn- 
out or complicated paper ballots, judges 
are apt to be pressured. 


However, neither committeman consid- 


ers the training offered by Cook County 
important. In fact, Totten thinks the in- 
struction is "inadequate " 


"We supplement the county school be- 


cause we don't think the county does a 
good job," he remarked. Totten ex- 
plained that the local Republican Party 
sets up a "whole polling place and goes 
through the entire system step by step" 
while the county school provides only a 
machine as a training aid. On the other 
hand, Morrissey thinks "If judges pay at- 
tention and read the county manual, in- 
structions are adequate."

frenuently deal with how to handle voting 
rrachlne malfunction. 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one. 


Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper ballots. These the judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 
duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them. He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 
Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and 
stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missing ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and, feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd,'executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote. Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically 
disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 
turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said.

Zoning board rejects plans 
for Rob Roy by 3-to-2 vote

Plans to construct 4.301) apartment and 


condominium units on the Rob Roy Golf 
Course have been rejected by the Mount 
Prospect Zoning Board of Appeals. 


The zoning board, in a surprisingly 


close vote. n-2. decided to recommend 
that the village board turn down the 
request of Kenroy Inc.. Skokle, to annex 
the son-acre parcel and to rezone it 
for the high density Golfstream project. 


The vote came at the conclusion of a 


S'-i-hour zoning hearing Thursday night, 
after Herald press time for Friday's edi- 
tion. An incompleted sentence in a story 
on the hearing that appeared Friday 
should have read: "There would be no 
adverse effect on surrounding property 
values," according to Kenroy officials. 


tME ZONING board's decision sets the 


stage for Kenroy to attempt to forge a 
compromise with the village board, of- 
fering lower density and more open 
space in exchange for annexation and re- 
zomng. 


The plans submitted by Kenroy that

While both Roy Gottlieb, chairman of 


the Kenroy board of directors, and Perry 
J. Snyderman, his attorney, expressed 
optimism after the hearing that a scaled- 
down version of the project would be ac- 
ceptable to the village board, Snyderman 
said "we will go to the county" to 
request resoning if the village refuses to 
annex the Rob Roy property. 


Bill would retain open space 


State Rep. Robert S. Juckott, R-Park 


Ridge, has introduced one bill and is 
drafting another that lie hopes will allow 
property such as the Rob Roy Golf 
Course to remain open space. 


One bill introduced into the Illinois 


General Assembly by Juckett, provides 
that the tax assessment on golf courses 
would be based on the income received 
as a result of the property's use as a golf' 
course. Currently, assessments are based 
on the "highest and best use" of the 
property, which invariably results in 
higher taxes and encourages golf course 
owners to sell their property to devel- 
opers. 


The other bill, which is still being 


drawn up, would allow the state to buy 
open land or to loan the necessary funds 
to local park districts which would then 
repay the state over a period of years. 


JUCKETT GAVE the bill under which 


golf courses could be bought by the state 
or a park district a "possible" chance of 
being approved by the General Assem- 
bly. The bill changing the assessment 
procedure, he said, stands "an extremely 
good chance" of passage. 


Juckett said he was prompted to draft 


the two bills because of plans announced 
by Kenroy Inc., Skokie, to convert the 
Rob Roy Golf Course into a high-density 
apartment and condominium project. 
The plans were nixed by the Mount Pros- 
pect Zoning Board of Appeals, whose rec- 
ommendation that the Kenroy petition be 
denied now goes to the village board. 


Juckett represents the 4th Legislative 


District in Illinois, which takes in the 
New Town section in northeast Mount 
Prospect. Residents of New Town, who 
live near Rob Roy, have been particular- 
ly vocal in opposing plans to develop the 
course. 


IF THE COUNTY in turn also turns 


down the development, "we would go to 
court," Snyderman stated. Kenroy can- 
not legally sue the village, 'because the 
property is currently outside of the vil- 
lage boundaries; however, suit could be 
filed against the county if rezoning is de- 
nied. 


G o t t l i e b said after the meeting 


"there's no question" that he would pre- 
fer to develop the property In the village, 
rather 
than 
in unincorporated Cook 


County. 


He declined to indicate how far he 


would be willing to go in reducing the 


density to arrive at a compromise with 
village officials, because "that would 
hurt my bargaining position." 


Snyderman suggested, for example, 


knocking off the top four stories of the 
12-story high rises, which alone would 
eliminate 600 units. 


The density and layout of the project 


were particular' concerns expressed by 
village trustees when contacted by The 
Herald after the Kenroy plans were re- 
vealed at a public hearing Jan. 24.

Newest monotony-breaking iad makes changes top schools' agenda 
premiere visits to Northwest suburbs 


Streaking, the collegiate fad of racing 


in the raw, spread to the Northwest sub- 
urbs over the weekend despite stern 
warnings from some police departments. 


Rolling Meadows, Mount Prospect, Des 


Plaines, Arlington Heights and the Wood- 
field Mall were all steaked over the 
weekend. 


The first confirmed incident occurred 


at Rolling Meadows High School Friday 
when a student dashed through the cafe- 
teria as 400 students and faculty mem- 
bers sat down to lunch. The streaker was 
reportedly wearing only gym shoes and 
a ptu'ple ski mask at the time. 


An 18-year-old senior, Robert R. Ver- 


Steegh, 3706 Pheasant Dr., Rolling Mead- 
ows, was later arrested and charged by 
police with "presenting an obscene exhi- 
bition of his body for gain." 


VerSteegh was reportedly paid $110 for 


his stunt. The money was collected from 
other students as part of a dare to bring 
the fad to the school. 


WITNESSES SAID the streaker darted 


from a school washroom through the 
north entrance of the cafeteria and out a 
west side exit where he jumped into a 
waiting car. 


One freshman, 15-year-old Donald Bry- 


nelson said. "I was in the boys' wash- 
room and this boy came in wearing his 
gym clothes. Someone said to him "What 
were you doing in gym?" and the strea- 
ker replied, "Nothing special. But wait 
till you see what I'm about to do'." 


The boy then reportedly took off his 


clothes and ran out. 


VerSteegh has been suspended by the 


high school. He was released on $25 bond 
for violating the city's obscenity ordi- 
nance. He faces a maximum fine of $500 
if convicted. 


William Warner, assistant to the 


Dist. 214 superintendent, said there is no 
policy on streaking, which he termed "a 
rather recent social phenomenon." He 
did say, though, he expected "some sort 
of disciplinary action in these cases." 


Rolling Meadows Police Chief Lewis R. 


. Case said that other streakers in this city 


"can be prepared to be booked." 


VERSTEEGH WAS charged under city 


ordinance after the police were told by 
the Cook County state's attorney's office 
there was no applicable statute on 
streaking. 


The incident was just the opening act 


In the area. Friday and Saturday night, 
police in local towns responded to sev- 
eral reports of streaking. 


A 24-year-old Chicago man was ar- 


rested after he streaked through the 
Thunderbird Lanes bowling alley in 
Mount Prospect Friday night. Donald 
Byrne was charged with disorderly con- 
duct and battery after the incident. 
Byrne reportedly struck the manager of 
the bowling alley, David Degelmann. 


Arlington Heights police reported two 


streaking incidents and a case of undue . 
influence from viewing a movie. 


A naked 'man raced around the parking 


lot of Wayne's Pizza, 1618 W. Northwest 
Hwy. The manager of the restaurant re- 
portedly identified the man but did not 
press any charges. 


A juvenile from Mount Prospect ran 


through the Jewel Food Store, Arlington 
Heights and Golf Roads, only to find 
himself in a losing foot race. A customer 
and an employe, reportedly chased the 
youth along Golf Road where he was ap- 
prehended. 


THE YOUTH WAS released to his par- 


ents, who brought their son some clothes. 


Two youths were apprehended when 


they tried to revive an old fad of "moon- 
ing," baring one's posterior from a car 
window. 


Police said the pair drove through the 


parking lot of the Down the Hatch Pizza, 
1414 W. Algonquin Rd., when the passen- 
ger performed the "moon." The youths 
told police they got the idea from the 
movie "American Grafitti."

Two unincorporated Wheeling Town- 


ship residents have been arrested in con- 
nection with an alleged pornography- 
prostitution ring. One of the men alle- 
gedly procured children used for por- 
nographic movies and 'pictures produced 
by the other man. 


Members of the Cook County Sheriff's 


Police and the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment's C-5 unit arrested Robert Boyer. 
49, in his apartment at 1210 Boxwood 
Dr., in an unincorporated area near 
Mount Prospect, shortly after 4 p.m. 
Thursday. Dennis Argyrajis, 
C-5 in- 


vestigator in charge of the case, said 
more than half a million photographs — 
many of and 5-year-old boys engaged in 
sexual activities — were found in Boyer's 
apartment. 


"He had a special room for the stuff," 


Argyrajis said. 


POLICE THEN went to Boyer's photo 


studio at 1153 W. Diversey, Chicago, 
where Argyrajis said police found "tor- 
ture and bondage equipment," including 
whips, cages and medieval torture equip- 
ment. The equipment was allegedly used 
to make the movies, according to police. 


Boyer was charged with obscenity, in- 


decent solicitation of a child and failure 
to obtain a Chicago business license. 


Also arrested was Jack Klesert, 47, of 


16 E. Willow Rd., also in an unincorpo- 
rated area near Mount Prospect and 
Wheeling. According to Argyrajis, Kle- 
sert operated an alleged prostitution ring 
from his apartment. Klesert was charged 
with obscenity, being a keeper of a house 
of prostitution and felony pandering. 
Both will appear April 2 in the Niles 
branch of Cook County Circuit Court. 


Argyrajis said, "Boyer would contact 


another guy in Wheeling (Klesert) and 
tell him what he needed." The proce- 
dure, Argyrajis said, would be for Kle- 
sert to obtain the children and "hold an 
orgy" and then the photographers would 
be called in. 


IN ALL, some 100 children were alle- 


gedly used in the photographs and mov- 
ies. Argyrajis said it was not known yet 
where the children were from but efforts 
are being made to track down each child 
and to contact their parents. Police were 
sorting the pictures on Friday. 


Boyer allegedly distributed the "hard- 


core" pornography direct to bis clients 
and the "soft-core stuff" was delivered 
by. mail, Argyrajis said. He added that 
this alleged method of operation had the 
postal authorities, who also were in- 
volved in the investigation, "baffled" for 
some time. 


Boyer was under investigation for at

Errors, theft, poorly trained judges hamper elections

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election in a 
typical suburban precinct potentially dis- 
astrous, 


The examination of a single precinct in 


Schaumburg Township for 
the 1972 


primary election disclosed wholesale er- 
ror In the conduct of election day proce- 
dures. Spot checks of nearby suburban 
precincts show the same level of earless- 
ness. 


In Precinct 34 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split 
since the 197Z primary — the way subur- 
banites cast their votes often was mis- 
interpreted 
and 
confused 
in 
official 


r e c o r d s held in Cook County of- 
fices. 


AMONG THE Herald's findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are in- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
10 voters in the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 


• Permanent records, listing the vot- 


ing history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 395 per- 
sons who voted in the '72 primary. Some 
of these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to books of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 
are still listed In other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has been split into four new 
precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in any one of them. 


• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 


though in primary elections such records 
should be kept. Four voters were marked 
as having voted In the wrong party. Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person 
had 


voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled, Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors. Binder 
cards were misfiled. 


• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated in four cases 
and 


skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a jarge area 


in 1972. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area. The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics. It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted. It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch Republicans swing- 
ing into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's, attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates. 


THE JUDGES in Precinct 34 were In- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge Inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
. county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She iermed it "a complete waste 


of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 
attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remem- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 
she got most of her training from Harry' 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got'accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came iij bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. . 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 


final tally sheets was one. 


Mrs. 
Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper ballots. These the judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. • 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 
duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees, his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts' the records and stores 
them. He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 
Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and 
stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missii.g ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that'election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote. Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically 
disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters could then re- 
turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said. 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd. 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes cast than .ballot 
applications 
could

layout, as well as the impact on sur- 
rounding property, schools and parks as 
chief complaints in testimony before the 
zoning board, Numerous petitions were 
submitted by homwoeners and envoron- 
mental groups opposing the development.

unit development, Mrs. Krause, Martino, 
Basnick and Kazmar voted nay, and An- 
derson voted yea. 


A sixth zoning board member, Eugene 


Bradtke, was present for the first 1% 
hours of the hearing but left before the 
vote was taken. He will be permitted to 
cast a vote after he reads the transcript 
of the remaining two hours of testimony. 
Regardless of how he votes, however, the 
zoning board's recommendation to the 
village board will be that the petition be 
denied. A seventh zoning board member, 
Norman Kozy, has not attended the three 
Rob Roy hearings and is not expected to 
vote. 


The 3-2 vote came as a surprise to 


Kenroy •officials and most observers. "I 
thought it was going to be unanimous 
against us," said Kenroy's Gottlieb. In 
remarks immediately prior to the vote, 
Snyderman suggested the zoning board 
had arrived at a "predetermined con- 
clusion," but later, he thanked the board 
for "the courtesy extended us." 


SNYDERMAN HAD appealed to the 


board to postpone a vote on the petition 
until two additional witnesses, Neil King, 
,a real estate consultant and appraiser, 
and Rolf Campbell, a land planning con- 
sultant, could testify. He characterized 
the two as "outside experts" not associ- 
ated with Kenroy who could offer inde- 
pendent assessments of the proposed 
project. 


The board, however, voted against a 


continuance to avoid setting the prece- 
dent of allowing developers to present 
more witnesses after completing their 
cases. 


Gottlieb said he is "optimistic we'll 


work something out" with the village 
board to develop the golf course. Asked 
whether he expects the local board to ap- 
prove the development, Snyderan said: 
"Only if they give it a very fair eval- 
uation, not if they vote on emotions." 


The village board has gone on record 


as wanting the golf course to remain as 
open space.

HERE'S HOW the system would work: 


A three-member committee chosen to 
represent the dealers (Allan G. Karg of 
K&W Standard Service, 1701 Algonquin 
Rd.;

Robert J. Eppley to inform 
the local media that the plan to restrict 
sales will go into effect. 
. The plan is to be strictly voluntary, 
and dealers would not be obligated to 
participate. 


Participating dealers would display 


flags to alert passing motorists to the 
types of sales available: a red flag in- 
dicating no gas; a yellow flag, gas avail- 
able to vehicles based on odd and even 
license numbers, and to emergency ve- 
hicles; a green flag, gas available to 
anyone. 


IN A SURVEY of the 29 local gasoline 


dealers conducted by the village, most of 
the 21 respondents opted for the flag sys- 
tem; 17 favoring it, none opposing it; 
three "no comments" and one "pos- 
sible." 


Other plans endorsed by the dealers 


were minimum purchases and a local 
hotline for emergency road service at 
night. 


The biggest problem resulting from 


gas shortages that was cited by dealers 
on the questionnaire was loss of repair 
service. Other problems: Traffic back- 
ups, restricted hours and loss of tire, bat- 
tery, accessory and motor oil sales. 
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fraud. 


Al Smedley, an elections consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co., printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic." 


"Missing binder cards is a problem," 


said Smedley. noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant. 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said. 


Elections will be streamlined in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems. But Smedley said 
he is "worried about the March 19 
primary." One of his worries is voter 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us." 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest. The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application. And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Smedley.

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Parks want land for recreational use 
Army under fire for trying 
to keep control of Nike site 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The Army's latest effort to keep con- 


trol of the Arlington Heights Nike Base 
has drawn fire from local residents, leg- 
islators and tl;e park district. 
The Department of the Army sub- 
mitted a letter of intent to the Chicago 
office of the General Service Adminis- 
tration last week stating the Army IMC! a 
"possible use" for 32 acres of the base 
formerly hold for Navy housing. The 
"possible use." which was 'not spelled 
out. could possibly thwart the Arlington 
Heights Park District's 11-year struggle 
to convert the base at Central and Wilke 
Riads to recreational use. 


"What more can you say at this point. 


I simply don't understand the situation." 
said park district vice president Kay 
Multer. "It 'seems they are trying to 
shiw the community that they, and they 
alone, have the final say-so about this 
land." 


She said she feared the situation is be- 


coming a "test of wills" between the 
Army and the community. 


THE PARK DISTRICT received sup- 


port from the office of U. S. Rep. Philip 
M. Crane, R 12th, in having the Nike 
base declared surplus federal land, 


A spokesman in Crane's office said, 


"The congressman is on record that the 
best use of this land would be recreation- 
al. He will continue to lend whatever 
support he can in the transition of it to 
the local community." 


The spokesman said of the Army's let- 


ter to the GSA, "Obviously there's a fly 
in the ointment now. We have heard 
these reports, but we haven't gotten any- 
thing official yet," 


The spokesman said the Army's actual 


needs and priorities in the Chicago area 
need examination. "The ideal use for the 
land is recreational development,,espe- 
cially in view of the severe shortage of 
open space in the area. There is a nice 
big base over on Lake Michigan (Ft. 


Sheridan) and there should be a review 
of its use," he said. 


THE ARMY LETTER was termed 


"discouraging" 
by a member of the 


Committee for Utilization of the Nike 
Base, a six-member group representing 
homeowners, the village and the park 
district. 


"We have waited 20 years. We always 


received the indication that the Army 
would leave when they took out the Nike 
missies. The village acted to zone the 
land around there for single family 
homes because of this feeling, If the 
Army had intended to stay there it could 
have been zoned for commercial or in- 
dustrial. The way it is, it just won't blend 
in with the community," the committee 
member said. 


He said the land was necessary " . . . 


as the first step in a total recreation 
package. We are becoming a highly ur- 
banized community. Our open land op-

Streaking 


Daring new fad has several takers here 


Streaking, the collegiate fad of racing 


in the raw, spread to the Northwest sub- 
urbs over the weekend despite stern 
warnings from some police departments.

VerSteegh was reportedly paid $110 for 


his stunt. The money was collected from 
other students as part of a dare to bring 
the fad lo the school. 


WITNESSES SAID the streaker darted 


from a 'school washroom through the 
north entrance of the cafeteria and out a. 
west side exit where he jumped into a 
waiting car. 


One freshman, 15-year-old Donald Bry- 


nelson said, "I was in the boys' wash- 
room and this boy came in wearing his 
gym clothes. Someone said to him "What 
were you doing in gym?" and the strea- 
ker replied, "Nothing special. But wait 
till you see what I'm about to do'." 


The boy then reportedly took off his 


clothes and ran out. 


VerSteegh has been suspended by the 


high school. He was released on $25 bond 
for violating the city's obscenity ordi- 
nance. He faces a maximum fine of $500 
if convicted.

Hersey, Forest View boundary 
changes top schools' agenda 


A change in the boundaries of Forest 


View and Hersey high schools is the first 
item on the agenda for tonight's meeting 
of the High School Dist. 214 Board of 
Education. 


The board is scheduled to act on a rec- 


ommendation from the administration to 
send Forest View students living in 
Mount Prospect Elementary Dist. 57 to 
Prospect High School next year and Her- 
sey students living in Wheeling Ele- 
mentary Dist. 21 to Wheeling High 
School. 


The Dist. 214 administration also will 


recommend that all students now attend- 
ing Forest View or Hersey would have 
the option of staying there until gradu- 
ation. Next year's incoming freshmen 
and students whose .older brothers or sis- 
ters go to Forest View or Hersey would 
also have the option to stay' here. The 
district would provide free bus trans- 
portation to students exercising their op- 
tions. 


THE FOREST VIEW boundary change 


is designed to relieve overcrowding at 
that school. All Dist. 214 high schools 
were built for 2,500 students except Her- 
sey which has a capacity for 2,750. 


Forest View will have 2,915 -students 


next year if the boundary is not changed 
and projections show the enrollment will 


reach 3,320 8n 1977. The area involved in 
the change will affect about 110 high 
school students each year who would be 
added to Prospect's enrollment. 


The Hersey boundary change is de- 


signed to increase the enrollment at 
Wheeling, balancing the size of the dis- 
trict's eight high schools. If it is not 
made, Wheeling will have 1,960 students 
next year and Hersey will have 2,790. 


Wheeling's enrollment is lower than 


the other schools because the area has a 
large number of apartment units which 
do not have as many students as antici- 
pated. The. area affected will have about 
100 high school students a year who 
would be sent to Wheeling. 


ANOTHER BOUNDARY change that 


the board had considered would have 
moved Forest View students in the De- 
vonshire area of Des Plaines to Elk 
Grove High School. The administration 
has not recommended that change. The 
Des Plaines area was shifted in 1966 
from Forest View to Elk Grove and back 
again in 1970. 


The Dist. 214 board has moved its 8 


p.m. meeting tonight from the board 
room to the auditorium of Prospect High 
School to accommodate anticipated large 
crowds.

Rep. Crane 
may vote 
to impeach

U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, R-12th, fac- 


ing an obviously hostile audience of some 
120 persons in Arlington Heights Satur- 
day, declared 
unequivocally that he 


would vote for impeachment of President 
Richard M. Nixon, if a grand jury report 
reveals "grounds for indictment" . . . for 
criminal involvement" in the Watergate 
coverup. 


Crane's simple "Yes" response to that 


prepared question drew applause from 
many in the audience at a meeting ar- 
ranged by the Impeach Nixon Committee 
(INC). But he later became the target of 
indignation by many in the audience for 
his refusal to attempt to enter into the 
Congressional Record a document pre- 
pared by INC and labeled "Declaration 
of Impeachment." 


Crane told the audience that he be- 


lieved it to be improper for a member of 
Congress "to lobby his colleagues" for 
any-position on impeachment. He pointed 
out that the mail he has received on im- 
peachment is in support of the President 
by a ratio of about 60 to 40 per cent. He 
said that he would not attempt, however, 
to enter the position of either the suppor- 
ters or the attackers of Nixon into the 
Record. 


CRANE DID AGREE to deliver peti- 


tions demanding the impeachment of the 
President to the House Judiciary Com- 
mittee. Jacquelyn Kendall of Palatine, 
who chaired the meeting in the Arlington 
Heights Library, said the petitions con- 
tained somewhat more than 2,000 signa- 
tures of residents of Crane's district. 


At the outset of the meeting, Mrs. 


Kendall asked Crane to respond only 
with yes or no answers to seven pre- 
pared questions. 


Crane answered "yes" to those which 


asked: 


• If he considered the Constitutional 


article providing for impeachment "a vi- 
able Constitutional doctrine." 


• If he agreed that impeachment is 


analagous to a criminal indictment. 


• If he still considered his position on 


impeachment as "absolutely neutral," as 
reported in the Herald on Feb. 1. 


• If he would vote for impeachment if 


the grand fury shows grounds for crimi- 
nal indictment of the President. 


ON TWO OTHER 
questions, con- 


cerning his interpretation of precedents 
on what constitutes an impeachable of- 
fense, Crane said he could not give a de- 
finitive answer until he was informed 
with what'offenses the President could 
be formally charged. 


The seventh question was the request 


to deliver the impeachment petitions to 
the Judiciary Committee, and to enter 
the "Declaration of Impeachment" into 
the Congressional Record. 


In a frequently heated question-and-an- 


swer period that followed, Crane said he 
would consider conducting fcis own poll to 
determine how many of the 600,000 voters 
in his district favored impeachment. But 
he emphasized that he doubted the value 
of such a poll. "What if 100 per cent of 
you say "Impeach." and what if the 
House Judiciary Committee finds no 
g r o u n d s for impeachment?" Crane 
asked. 


CRANE ALSO said repeatedly that if 


the question of his vote on impeachment 
became one of reflecting the views of his 
constituency or of fulfilling his Con- 
stitutional responsibility, he would be 
guided "absolutely" by the Constitution. 


Accused by one questioner of failing to 


carry out the wishes of his constituents,

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Errors, theft, poorly trained judges hamper elections 


Suburbia goes to the polls — and some- 


limes it doesn't count. Errors, poorly 
Irnined election judges, thefts from the 
county records, all conspire to affect the 
votes cast In primary elections. Two Her- 
ald reporters have taken a close look at 
a selected precinct in Schaumburg Town- 
ship.

Sloppy bookkeeping, poorly trained 


election judges, confusing directions and 
plain carelessness make an election in a 
typical suburban precinct potentially dis- 
astrous. 


The examination of a single precinct In 


Schaumburg Township for 
the 1972 


primary election disclosed wholesale er- 
ror in the conduct of election day proce- 
dures. Spot checks of nearby suburban 
precincts show the same level of earless- 
ness. 


In Precinct 34 of Schaumburg Town- 


ship — a precinct that has been split 
since the 1972 primary — the way subur- 
banites cast their votes often was mis- 
interpreted 
and 
confused 
In 
official 


r e c o r d s held in Cook County of- 
fices. 


AMONG THE Herald's findings: 
• Records for the precinct vote are In- 


complete. Applications for ballots from 
10 voters in the precinct are missing 
from permanent records and Cook Coun- 
ty Clerk Stanley Kusper believes they 
must have been stolen. 


• Permanent records, listing the vot- 


ing history of each person on a binder 
card, are missing for 172 of the 395 per- 
sons who voted in the '72 primary. Some 
of these persons may have moved and 
had their cards transferred to nooks of 
new precincts, but at least 63 of those 172 


are still listed in other records as resid- 
ing at the same addresses. And while 
Precinct 34 has been split into four new 
precincts, the 172 cards cannot be found 
in any one of them. 


• For 13 voters, the cards were not 


marked with any party preference, al- 
though in primary elections such records 
should be kept. Four voters were marked 
as having voted in the wrong party. Six 
cards were marked with a check or X, 
indicating only that the person 
had 


voted, but not for which party. 


• Names were misspelled. Election 


judges failed to initial ballot applications 
which the law required in order to identi- 
fy judges who are making errors. Binder 
cards were misflled. 


• Numbers assigned to each voter 


were duplicated in four cases and 
skipped entirely in three. 


WHAT HAPPENED in that precinct to 


produce such errors? 


Precinct 34 encompassed a large area 


in 1972. Other precincts checked had be- 
tween 100 and 200 voters, about half as 
many as Precinct 34. 


Many of the voters were new residents 


of the area. The precinct includes what 
was then a new single-family home de- 
velopment, Sheffield Park, and three 
apartmentment complexes where resi- 
dency turnover is high. 


The election itself had unique charac- 


teristics. It was the first time 18-year- 
olds voted, It was a primary of crossover 
voting, with staunch. Republicans swing- 
ing Into the Democratic primary to se- 
lect state's attorney and gubernatorial 
candidates, 


THE JUDGES In Precinct 34 were In- 


experienced, for the most part, and un- 
trained. 


Judith Zuley, the only judge inter- 


viewed by The Herald who attended the 
county training session, found it "worth- 
less." She termed it "a.complete waste 
of time" that "didn't add anything to the 
manual." The other three judges did not 


attend the school, because of confusion 
over the date on which it was offered. 


Donna Mazurowski vaguely remejn- 


bers reading the manual, but she said 
she got most of her training from Harry 
Rekas, the precinct captain who recruit- 
ed her to be judge. "As the day went on, 
I got accustomed to it," and got over 
initial nervousness, said Mrs. Mazu- 
rowski. And Rekas was there to answer 
any questions she had during the day. 
She consulted him. 


Joyce Rekas, who judged because her 


husband needed her, and Marilee Halpin 
relied on the manual for their training, 
and found it "easy" and clear. 


Voters came in bunches — sometimes 


the work was slow, but shortly before the 
doors closed long lines snaked through 
the polls. 


VOTERS WERE "confused," said Mrs. 


Rekas, and the judges "were harassed, 
mostly because of poll watchers trying to 
tell us what and how to do our jobs," 
said Mrs. Halpin. 


There was general agreement on ques- 


tions of voter eligibility, the judges re- 
call. The workers rotated jobs during the 
day to avoid boredom, although one 
judge noted "we kept the slow judges in 
easy jobs all day." 


When the polls closed, everything 


"jibed," said Mrs. Halpin, who was sur- 
prised there were no mistakes when 
there had been so many voters. She re- 
members many poll watchers staying for 
the ballot count, and minor problems. 
Determining how to list write-in votes on 
final tally sheets was one. 


Mrs. Rekas noted many voter errors 


on paper ballots. These the judges 
voided. An envelope was missing, so the 
judges carried paper ballots loose in 
their hands to the county's collection 
point, and got a new one. 


But "everything balanced," said Mrs. 


Rekas. 


THE JUDGES DON'T remember mak- 


ing mistakes, and can't explain them. 


As county clerk, Kusper is chief elec- 


tion official in Cook County, and respon- 
sible for judges, polling places, the con- 


duct of elections and maintenance of 
records during and after election day. 


But he sees his job as that of custodian 


— he accepts the records and stores 
them. He maintains he cannot be ex- 
pected to ensure that records for each 
Cook County voter are accurate, and 
with new laws he cannot prevent either 
theft of records or tampering with them. 


The laws allow, any person to examine 


records. Kusper said he does not have 
the manpower to assign "babysitters" to 
each voter who exercises his right of in- 
spection, 
and stealing 
or 
marking 


records would be a simple matter for 
anyone willing to try. 


The missing ballot applications must 


have been stolen, said Kusper. Anyone 
could have written an R or a D on the 
record of a voter, if there was nothing in 
the appropriate spot before. Judges get 
tired and careless, he said. At any rate, 
Kusper notes, he was not county clerk in 
March 1972, and feels he is not respon- 
sible for that election or what has hap- 
pened to records since then. 


THE MISTAKES, thefts and tampering 


could all affect the future rights of the 
voter. 


Recent Supreme Court rulings struck 


down a 23-month time limit on party 
switching, but did not set new ceilings. If 
a person is listed as voting Democratic 
in a special primary, he could be dis- 
enfranchised for Republican voting in the 
next primary. 


A missing binder card, the permanent 


record of a person's voting history, is the 
most serious fault in the mind of Forbes 
Shepherd, (executive of Project Leap (Le- 
gal Elections in All Precincts), a Chi- 
cago election watchdog foundation. 


"You 
could have all kinds of people 


deprived of their right to vote. Missing 
c a r d s 
automatically disenfranchise 


people," said Shepherd. 


Unmarked binder cards are an "in- 


vitation to election fraud," said Shep- 
herd, since those voters- could then re- 


turn to the polls and cast second ballots. 
Incorrect party identification on the 
binder card could disenfranchise the vot- 
er in special primaries, he said. 


Missing ballot applications are serious, 


as they are documents "essential to lo- 
cate and identify forgeries," said Shep- 
herd. 


PROPERLY NUMBERING ballot ap- 


plications provides a clue to the accura- 
cy of voting machines. Shepherd said a 
higher number of votes cast than ballot 
applications 
could 
indicate 
election 


fraud. 


Al Smedley, an elections 
consultant 


with Frank Thornber Co., printer of elec- 
tion supplies, termed some of the errors 
"tragic." 


"Missing binder cards is a problem," 


said Smedley, noting "Cook County has a 
particularly bad record on this." And he 
considers the cards particularly impor- 
tant. 


"Incorrect binder marks should not be. 


That means that the record of one's fran- 
chise is in jeopardy, and it's tragic," he 
said. 


Elections will be streamlined in the fu- 


ture, both Smedley and Shepherd be- 
lieve, and new processes may eliminate 
many of the problems. But Smedley said 
he is "worried about the March 19 
primary." One of his worries is voter 
apathy, which he said "is always with 
us." 


But the two men also agree the voter 


can be the key in keeping elections accu- 
rate and honest. The voter should watch 
the judge mark the cards in the binder, 
to be sure it is done and done properly. 
The voter should not sign an inaccurate 
ballot application. And Shepherd adds 
another key — selecting the candidates 
who run the process. 


The county clerk is the custodian of 


records, but he is also responsible for 
judges, the polls, voting records and the 
attitudes of persons handling them, said 
Smedley.

A spokesman for the GSA said the 


Army letter does not outline a specific 
need or use for the acreage In question. 
The GSA said that Information is needed 
before any evaluation of the plans and 
determination could be made on the 
Army's request, 


The parcel of land does not stop with 


the judgment of the GSA. The Property 
Review Board, composed of six White 
House level persons, makes the final dis- 
posiiion of land. It decides whether it 
stays with the federal government or is 
transferred to local control.

Karie looked up and gave a tentative 


smile — her first one In more than a 
week 


"Hi. 
Karie, How are you? I brought 


you these," said Dia ne Holum as she 
handed a-year-old Karie Olson a pair of 
miniature Ice skates. 


Karie, a fourth-grader at Park School, 


wants to be an ice skater but she's In the 


burn unit of 
Evanston Hospital and 


learning to walk again. 


Dianne Holum won the gold medal for 


women's speed skating in the 1972 Winter 
Olympics in Japan. And Saturday she 
was at Karie's bedside. 


Three weeks ago, Karie was at her 


home. 609 S. Highland, out of school with 
the flu. She was feeling better, so her 
mother let her get out of bed and play 
dress-Up in one of her old nightgowns. 


KARIE WENT Into the kitchen and 


climbed a stool to get into a cupboard 
above the stove. It was turned off, but 
enough heat remained in one of the elec- 
tric burners to ignite the nightgown 
Karie was wearing. 


Mrs. 
Olsen rushed Karie to Northwest 


Community Hospital. She was imme- 
diately transferred by paramedic ambu- 
lance to Evanston's new special burn 
unit. She had burns over 40 per cent of 
her body, primarily her legs. 


Karie lay quietly in her small room 


and looked with targe blue eyes at 
Dianne. "My skates are there," Karie 
said pointing to a pair of figure skates 
hanging on her bed. 


"They're just like my first 
pair," 


Dianne said. "The ones I brought you 
might be a little small for you. But 
maybe your fingers can go skating with 
them." 


Karie smiled, 


THE WALLS OF her hospital room are 


covered with get-well wishes from her 
classmates, friends and relatives.' A post- 
er of Donnie Osmond dominates one 
wall. 


Even Larry Lujack, a disc jockey who 


professes to dislike children, has sent 
Karie a get-well card. 


"I practice about three hours a day for 


my skating. I hear you are exercising, 
too, Karie," Dianne said. 


Karie pointed to a list of exercises she 


performs daily in addition to time spent 
in special physical therapy session, in- 
cluding whirlpool baths. "I was standing 
up yesterday," she told Dianne. 


Karie first became interested in skat- 


ing two years ago when she watched 
Dianne and Janet Lynn capture gold 
medals at the Olympics. She then started 
lessons herself. 


"I was seven; too, when I started to 


skate," Dianne said. 


Dr. David P. Winchester, head of 


Evanston's burn unit, said Karie's physi- 
cal rehabilitation began "the day she 
came in." 


"IT'S BEEN HARD for her. She's go- 


ing to be here three months and she 
can't mix with the other children be- 
cause she is so susceptible to infections. 
She's a lonely little girl," he said. 


Mrs. Olson said Karie's younger sister 


has come in to get her to play. "We try 
to keep her busy and not watching tele- 
vision. We read and make things." 


Karie looked around her room at all 


the visitors. She gets tired easily and her 
burns are painful -beneath the special 
blankets. 


Outside her room, Dr. Winchester 


thanked Dianne for coming in. "There's 
no question about it. She'll,use her legs,' 
IP fact she's' up and walking some now. 
You really helped. Just seeing her smile 
and you know."
